On the issue of gay rights, the media are letting 
Dick Cheney lead them by the nose 


Lap dogs 


AST WEDNESDAY, BOB Edwards of 
National Public Radio’s Morning Edition 
asked GOP vice-presidential candidate 
Dick Cheney whether his openly lesbian 
daughter Mary had “influenced” his beliefs 
about gay rights. Cheney brushed the question 
off. “One of the things I’ve insisted on, Bob,” 
he said, “is that my family is entitled to their 
privacy, and I simply don’t re- 
spond to questions like that.” 
Instead of challenging the 
candidate, Edwards moved on 
to a question about Cheney’s 
voting record as a congress- 
man. Incredibly, Edwards 
didn’t even bother to ask 
about Cheney’s viciously anti- 
gay voting record (which was 
one of the worst on Capitol 
Hill); instead he stayed with the ostensibly 
safer topics of “cop-killer” bullets and Head 
Start. 

It’s a scene that has played out with mad- 
dening familiarity since Cheney was named 
George W. Bush’s running mate this summer. 
During an October 11 interview with the Los 
Angeles Times, Cheney insisted that his posi- 
tion on gay rights had not changed since his 
time in Congress. (But it’s hard to see how his 
statement during the vice-presidential debate 
that “we live in a free society . . . that means 
that people should be free to enter into any 
kind of relationship they want to enter into” 
squares with his support of the ban on gays in 
the military. Or even with his vote against the 
Hate Crimes Statistics Act of 1988, which 
would have mandated collecting information 
on violent crimes motivated by race, religion, 
ethnicity, or sexual orientation.) He also re- 
fused to say whether his thoughts on the issue 
had been affected by his relationship with his

QUESTIONING RU-486 

Thank you for reaching beyond the hype 
about RU-486 [“No Easy Solution,” News 
and Features, October 6]. 

As a woman who underwent an abortion 
procedure six years ago, I know firsthand that 
vacuum abortions are not as “safe and easy as 
pulling a tooth,” as one Planned Parenthood 
brochure said. In my case, the vacuum (seven 
times more powerful than a household vacuum 
cleaner, and the physicians are working blind) 
punctured a small artery in a cyst on my ovary. 
| hemorrhaged internally for 10 days before I 
went to the hospital with severe pain and had 
to have immediate, complicated surgery. I then 
nearly died from a subsequent four-month in- 
fection after being given the wrong antibiotics 
twice. Also, the depressed feelings that I expe- 
rienced (as do an enormous number of 
women who abort) spiraled into severity with 
the loss of my health. 


daughter Mary. “She is entitled to her priva- 
cy,” he told the Times. “That’s where I’ve been 
all along since I accepted the assignment and 
I’m not going to change now.” 

This tells us something about Cheney, but it 
tells us even more about the press. It’s not in- 
dicative, as some have said, of the press’s in- 
ability to deal with gay issues. Rather, it shows 

how badly the press, when faced with 
sensitive issues, doesn’t want to of- 
fend. And offensive politicians like Ch- 
eney know how to work this to their 
advantage. After all, Cheney has bul- 
lied the press before. During both the 
invasion of Panama in 1989 and the 
Persian Gulf War in 1991, as Presi- 
dent George Bush’s secretary of de- 
fense, he put the press in virtual lock- 
down. 

In this month’s issue of the American Jour- 
nalism Review, Jacqueline Sharkey documents 
Cheney’s extraordinary restrictions on war re- 
porting. During the Gulf War, for example, re- 
porters were confined to official press pools 
“led by military escorts,” Sharkey writes. The 
military also ran “security reviews of all pool 
reports and detain[ed] journalists who tried to 
visit military units independently.” Retired 
Army colonel David H. Hackworth, who re- 
ported on the Gulf War for Newsweek, says 
that Cheney’s restrictions on the press ensured 
that “the American people did not get the 
truth” about the war. 

So, did the press complain? Not really. A 
few wrote letters to the Pentagon and Cheney 
complaining about the policies. But they all 
complied with Cheney’s rules. And, to make 
matters worse, the press is now displaying a 
less than elephant-like memory about Cheney’s 
policies. CNN’s Wolf Blitzer, as Sharkey notes, 
interviewed Cheney on July 30 and described 


So I nearly died twice because of this “safe” 
procedure. There are millions of complications 
out there — emotional and physical — that 
are rarely addressed. 

If I had taken the time, before I became 
pregnant, to find more information about real 
facts instead of simply absorbing reactionary 
platform rhetoric, I believe the course of my 
life would have taken a very different turn.

him as “a man who speaks forthrightly”; dur- 
ing the same introduction, Blitzer “reminded 
viewers he had covered the Pentagon during 
the Gulf War.” And the media are repeating 
their mistakes. 

In 1991, reporters acquiesced to Cheney’s 
outrageous press-pool policies because they 
didn’t want to seem unpatriotic. In 2000, they 
don’t ask Cheney about his relationship with 
his lesbian daughter because they don’t want to 
appear rude. But by not pursuing the question 
of how Cheney’s relationship with his daughter 
informs his opinions on one of the most con- 
troversial social issues of the day, the press is 
failing its constituency. The public not only has 
a right to know how Cheney’s relationship with 
his lesbian daughter affects his beliefs about 
gay rights — it needs to know. It’s one thing 
for Senator Joseph Lieberman, for example, to 
change his position on school vouchers to join 
a race for the White House. It’s quite another 
for Dick Cheney to run for office with a man 
who governs a state where the laws define Ch- 
eney’s daughter as a criminal. 

If nothing else, the press should ask why 
Cheney keeps saying that questions about how 
he’s developed his views on gay issues would 
somehow violate his family’s privacy. Mary 
Cheney worked as the director of corporate 
relations for gay and lesbian marketing for 
Coors Brewing Company before joining her 
father’s vice-presidential campaign. In other 
words, she’s not closeted. So what’s Cheney’s 
talking about when he talks about privacy? In 
this dull campaign, Cheney’s seeming turn- 
about on gay issues is one of the more inter- 
esting developments. The press should be pur- 
suing it. |

woman’s cycle, these hormones will either 
delay ovulation or prevent the egg from im- 
planting in the uterine lining — thus, no preg- 
nancy. However, unlike RU-486, these pills 
are not effective if the woman is already preg- 
nant. Emergency contraception prevents the 
need for abortion but is not itself a form of 
abortion. The side effects are usually minimal, 
and no tissue is expelled. Both doses can be 
taken in one day, with no fur- 





Margaret Doris referred 
to RU-486 several times as 
the “morning-after pill.” For 
the benefit of your readers, | 
would like to clarify the dif- 
ference between this treat- 
ment and emergency hor- 
monal contraception 
(EHC), which is also called 
the “morning-after pill.” Al- 
though both of these pills 
prevent pregnancy after in- 
tercourse, they have a few 
key differences. 

EHC, also called post- 
coital contraception, has 
been used legally since the 
early 1960s to prevent preg- 
nancy up to 72 hours after intercourse (RU- 
486 can be used up to nine weeks from the 
woman’s last period). The most common regi- 
men, called the Yutzpe regimen, is 95 percent 
effective and consists of two doses of com- 
bined oral contraceptive pills that contain the 
hormones estrogen and progestin. Depending 
on the point at which they are taken in the

™ necessary. A recent study 
published in the journal Fami- 
ly Planning Perspectives stated 
that, of 235 women who used 
the pills, 91 percent were sat- 
isfied and 97 percent would 
recommend the treatment to 
others. 

Emergency contraception 
is also considerably less con- 
troversial than the new abor- 
tion pill. Because it is not an 
abortive procedure, yet still 
prevents pregnancy after the 
fact, it offers a sort of moral 

compromise on a highly debated 

issue. In a survey conducted by 

the Reproductive Health Tech- 
“nologies Project, polls showed 
that 65 to 70 percent of voters and medical 
professionals, including Catholics, support 
availability of emergency contraceptives. 

Emergency contraception is the best option 

out there for those for whom regular birth 
control failed. The treatment is used most 
often after a broken condom or forgotten pill,

but it also prevents women from having to 
bear the children of rape, incest, or sexual as- 
sault. Besides-preventing pregnancy, it can 
save a woman from having to make the most 
difficult decision of her life.

I don’t think “The Waiting Game” [News 
and Features, September 22] could have 
come at a more emotional time for my family. 
My sister Candy, who is 23, is severely dis- 
abled and used to attend a day program at a 
DMR site in Westwood. She never could 
walk, but was capable of climbing out of her 
wheelchair and into the service van that 
brought her to the program. Two months ago 
she became very ill and could no longer move 
much at all. It has now been three months 
since she has attended her day program, be- 
cause the van with the wheelchair lift has been 
“unavailable.” We were finally assured it 
would be here on a recent Monday, and after 
getting her dressed, fed, and ready to go, the 
van never came. We were told it would be 
there again Tuesday, and again, it never 
came. My mother has had to rearrange her 
schedule for three months now to care for my 
sister, and there is no sign of any relief ser- 
vices. If Governor Cellucci’s daughter were 
mentally retarded, you can bet she wouldn’t 
be waiting for a van or a caretaker! 

Passivity will not work, and will only let the 
government and DMR off the hook. When 
my mother told me her social worker never 
returns her phone calls, | went right over his 
head and demanded action. Definitive action 
has yet to occur, but at least the process has 
begun and they actually call.

In the midst of lavishing deserved praise on 
Nicholas Martin’s debut production of Dead 
End at the Huntington Theatre (“Crowning 
Kingsley,” Arts, September 22], Carolyn Clay 
makes a rather amazing assertion: “Much has 
been made of the large cast’s including, for 
the first time in Huntington history, non-im- 
ported actors and Boston University grads or 
students.”

STIFFED COMMISSION 


Dan Kennedy reported that with the Octo- 
ber 3 presidential debate, which he thought 
might gain a TV audience of “well over 50 
million people, and perhaps as many as 100 
million,” debates appeared “finally to have be- 
come part of the electoral landscape” [“Don’t 
Quote Me,” News and Features, September 
22]. And yet the Kennedy-Nixon debate in 
1960 drew a TV audience of 107 million, and 
the one between Carter and Ford in 1976 at- 
tracted an astonishing 122 million. Clearly the 
debates are, if anything, receding from the 
“electoral landscape.” 


Additionally, Alan Schroeder’s statement 
that “this is the first time that a major-party 
candidate has tried to stiff the Commission on 
Presidential Debates” is completely inaccu- 
rate. The CPD has been stiffed before in every 
election, as was the League of Women Voters 
when it sponsored the debates. This year was 
virtually a replay of 1992, when after Clinton 
initially accepted the CPD’s terms for the de- 
bate, daddy Bush rejected those terms and the 
two mainstream parties met to negotiate the 
terms on their own. The result in ’92 was a 
series of debates totally unlike those proposed 
by the CPD (the commission, for example, 
had not initially included Ross Perot). If this 
year’s October debates seemed to follow the 
course the CPD laid out, it is only because 
this is what the two mainstream candidates 
decided was in their best interests.

CHANGING THE SCORE 


Jeffrey Gantz’s article “Roll Over, 
Beethoven” [Arts, September 1] describes a 
debate that occurs frequently when a piece of 
music is performed by someone other than its 
composer. If a composer has definite ideas 
about the finished piece, be they dynamic 
markings, metronome numbers, or entire pas- 
sages, then it is appropriate for him or her to 
dictate the manner of the piece’s perfor- 
mance. However, the performer or conductor 
has an equally significant right: the freedom 
to deviate from the printed score. Of course 
major works (and minor ones, if possible) 
should be performed or recorded at least once 
to the composer’s satisfaction, but there is no 
reason to frown upon further alterations. This 
situation has arisen more than once in my 
band (we horror-punks tend to be quite pro- 
tective of our songs), but through discussion, 
a mutually satisfying compromise has always 
been the result. In cases involving composers 
and performers separated by centuries, how- 


ever, actions speaks louder than notations.

Northern migration 


The last time we checked, the Gore campaign effort in New 
Hampshire was in disarray (see “Under Suspicion,” News and Features, 
September 1). As of Labor Day, the campaign had no state director in 
New Hampshire and did not even know whether it intended to compete 
in New Hampshire. Now that situation seems to have turned around. 
Gore campaign staffer Scott Sebastian is directing the vice-president's 
efforts, and the polls have Gore and George W. Bush even. 

The energized Gore effort in New Hampshire has been drawing 
Massachusetts politicians northward. City Councilor Mike Ross of 
Boston brought a group of 20 up to New Hampshire to knock on doors 
on behalf of Gore. State Representative Jarrett Barrios is doing the 
same later this month, and so is Somerville mayor Dorothy Kelly Gay. 

“New Hampshire . . . is one of only two swing states in New England 
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where we feel we can make a big difference,” says Barrios. “It's going to 
go down to the wire,"not just in New Hampshire but nationally.” 

The participation of Massachusetts Democrats in New Hampshire is 
nothing new: the Kennedys helped create the statewide Democratic 
organization before JFK’s 1960 presidential campaign. Ray Buckley, the 
volunteer political coordinator of Gore’s New Hampshire campaign and the 
vice-chair of the state’s Democratic Party, says Massachusetts volunteers are 


always welcome in the Granite State.

Artists on the offensive 


Artists living in the Fort Point neighborhood of South Boston haven't had 
much to celebrate lately. Caught between rising rents and the wrecking ball, 
they've watched the juggernaut of seaport development turn their living and 
work studios into office spaces, or smash them outright to make room for 


parking garages. 


But that won't stop artists from throwing a street party this weekend, when 
an estimated 10,000 people will descend on the neighborhood for gallery 
shows, outdoor installations, and performance art in the 21st annual Fort 
Point Open Studios. What’s more, some of the artists will use the event to 
bolster their chances for long-term survival. Supported by a $30,000 grant 
from the Boston Foundation, the Fort Point Cultural Coalition (FPCC) will 
launch a year-long public-art project this weekend to raise the visibility of the 


community. 


“This is going to be a community circus of creative projects,” says Jerry 
Beck of the Revolving Museum. “We hope to inspire a civic dialogue through 
a series of very interactive, large-scale works.”

LEGAL DEFENSE 
Rockin’ in the free [sic] world 


More than 400 protesters were arrested at the Republican National 
Convention in Philadelphia this summer, and some had bail set as high as 
$1 million. What's more, critics have alleged shady dealings by Pennsylvania 
state troopers (who were found to have infiltrated a group planning protests) 
and accused Philly police of using excessive force. 

Somerville resident Alex Rae was there. Now facing seven misdemeanor 
counts, he sees the events in Philadelphia as “an aggressive crackdown” on free 
speech. “The police were much more media-savvy as to how they acted in the 
streets,” Rae says. “It was in the jails when things started getting rough. People 
were handcuffed really tightly with plastic cuffs, and their hands started going 
numb and puffing up. People were left on buses for five hours and not given any 
water — they were starting to get heat exhaustion. And that was only on the bus. 
In jail there was more direct abuse . . . people were kicked, stepped on, dragged 


by their hair. | had someone grind their boot into my toes, when my shoes were off.” To add insult to 
injury, these defendants are now forced to show up in court and defend themselves. 

As their trials near, people are stepping up to help. On October 27, the R2K Defendants and 
Supporters Group, a local affiliate of Philadelphia-based R2K Legal, will hold a benefit show 
featuring local rock, folk, and hip-hop acts including Segue, David Rovics, DJ Splice, and MC 
Bone, as well as a raffle and visual and performance art. Organizers hope the show will raise as 
much as $1000 to help defray the legal and transportation costs of those arrested in Philadelphia. 

The benefit takes place this Friday, October 27, from 8 p.m. to 2 a.m. at VFW Hall #299, 288B 
Green Street, in Central Square, Cambridge. Tickets are $5, and the show is all-ages. Call (617) 629-

Prison pilgrims 


Never mind that most Americans could not care less 
about what happens to someone in a jail cell. Or that 
states collectively spend more money building prisons 
than they do building universities. Forget that the drive to 
limit prisoners’ rights has gained so much momentum in 
Massachusetts that there’s a ballot initiative to strip 
inmates of voting privileges. 

The hostile climate around all things punitive hasn't 
hindered those behind the Massachusetts Interfaith Prison 
Pilgrimage, a unique educational campaign that's meant 
to get people thinking about prison policy and the need for 
reform. Says organizer Abigail Hannaford-Ricardi, “The 
hostility toward prisoners is largely based on inaccurate 
information and a desire to blame.” 

In the next three weeks, dozens of civil-rights advocates 
and religious leaders — representing creeds as diverse as 
Quakerism, Buddhism, Judaism, and Catholicism — plan 
to walk to jails across the state to raise awareness of

Cambridge. The pilgrimage ends November 9 after a stop 
at the state’s most crowded jail, the Suffolk County House 
of Corrections, where two and three inmates are routinely 
housed in cells designed for one. 

The interfaith pilgrimage — the first of its kind in the 
state — arose out of a year’s worth of discussion among 
12 leaders from religious orders including the Agape 
Community, the Nipponzan Myohoji Peace Pagoda, and 
the House of Peace. All were concerned about what's 
been called “mass incarceration” in the US. The number 
of Massachusetts state and county prisoners hovers at a 
record 20,000, while more than two million people — or 
about one percent of the population — sit in jails 
nationwide. America has more prisoners per capita than 
any other country in the world — five to 10 times the rate 
in most industrialized nations. 

“If people are concerned about violence and security,” 
says John Schuchardt, who directs the Ipswich-based

The Sligo gets a face lift?! There goes the neighborhood. 


F YOU'RE FAMILIAR with 

Somerville’s Davis Square, chances 
are you've noticed the Sligo Pub on 
Elm Street: its cumbersome steel door, 
its mildewed sign, and the oft-broken 
(and occasionally leaky) air conditioner 
hanging over its entrance like a saturat- 
ed box of mistletoe. And if you’ve saun- 
tered around the Square within the past 
couple of weeks, you might've been 
flabbergasted to see that the Sligo’s 
weathered exterior has been redone to 
look like a collaboration between 
(gasp!) Bob Vila and Martha Stewart. 

Why the drastic change? About 9:30 

on a recent Monday morning at the 
Sligo (while six patrons sipped mixed 
drinks and passed around a copy of the 
Herafd), Tom, the pub's owner, tried to 
explain. “The landlord redid all the signs 
and they all looked the same,” he says, 
referring to the homogeneous maroon 
placards identifying four of the block’s 
businesses. “I decided to renovate the 
front of the building so that people could 
see where the bar is, and know they're 
not walking into the dry cleaner’s or 
McKinnon’s Choice Meats.” Chuckling,

Tom adds, “This isn't a meat market.” 

If the Sligo is anything — a smoky 
dive bar, a dank vestige of Davis 
Square's sketchy past — it certainly 
isn’t that. In spirit, the place is a grizzled 
great-grandpa to Moe's Tavern and 
Trees Lounge — the kind of place 
where the silver-haired, Dickies-wearing 
regulars are always congenial (some- 
times tragically so), the men’s-room 
door doesn’t lock (So guys are constant- 
ly tossing open the door and scurrying 
away), and on any given weeknight 
(specifically, the one four Mondays 
ago), tobacco-frayed vocal chords might 
croak, “Back when | was AWOL in Ger- 
many [hack hack], | drank a whole bot- 
tle of cognac and woke up in a field.” 

Gritty? Yes — but endearingly so. 
Which is why it’s so disappointing to see 
the Sligo's face looking like the backside 
of a rural country house. Sure, the pub 
was a bit fusty, but as one of Davis’s 
oldest denizens, it had a grimy authen- 
ticity that helped preserve the square’s 
old-school character. So although the 
Sligo Pub’s face lift might easily prompt 
such bourgeois dismissals as “a sign of

the times” or “a welcome change,’ it 
could also signal the area’s tipping point 
— the precise moment when gentrifica- 
tion finally usurps what remains of 








Davis's soul and makes the neighbor- 
hood really, well, suck. 

More than a year ago, when Star- 
bucks first elbowed its way into the 
square, naysayers — some Tufts alum- 
ni, others professional types — started 
murmuring that Davis already sucked, 
that the neighborhood's indie ethic had 
finally been adulterated by corporate 
branding. But snarlish accusations that 
Davis was rapidly barreling down the 
path to CrateFinchPotteryGap hell 
could be countered with references to 
independent gems like the Somerville 
Theatre, the Someday Café, Mcintyre & 
Moore Booksellers, and the Diesel Café 
— maybe even Johnny D’s, the Burren, 
or Redbones. And if those names didn’t 
quiet skeptics, “S-L-I-G-O” (and maybe 
a $3 Guinness from the pub) would. 

Now, not only has the Sligo gone 
under the knife, but there’s been a 
string of unmoorings in Davis, all within 
the past year. Last November, Dolly's, a 
late-night restaurant (and the best 
place to get a greasy grilled-cheese 
after 1 a.m.), was forced out by its land- 
lord. At the end of the summer, second- 





hand clothes seller Planet Aid moved 
out, citing reasons like the escalating 
rent and a poor landlord. And the 
Somerville Journal, a formerly solid 
purveyor of community news, seems to 
be getting into bed with the gentry: this 
past summer, it ran a fluff cover story 
on garden gnomes. 

So a few Fridays ago, | wasn’t sur- 
prised to see the changes already 
seeping into the Sligo. (And yes, | must 
admit: the fact that |, a female in my 
mid 20s, have been known to patronize 
this pub is a sign that things really have 
changed.) While we were there, a table 
of ridiculously giddy twentysomethings 
had somehow turned the dive bar into 
a tourist's gift shop: after buying Sligo 
Pub T-shirts, the four used a disposable 
camera to snap pictures of themselves 
posing with their new purchases. (Look, 
Ma! We're in a real dive bar!) Yep, | 
feared that the regulars would soon be 
nudged out of their dilapidated stomp- 
ing ground — that is, until | saw that the 
men’s-room door was still broken. Now, 
when that gets fixed, there goes the

Gore beats Bush — and himself 


Here is the awful truth that Al Gore and his handlers 
must contemplate as, once again, the pundits and the 
public transform a lopsided debate triumph for the vice- 
president into something of a moral victory for the 
overmatched, underprepared George W. Bush: maybe, 
after watching him for eight years on the national stage, 
people just don't like him. 

From where | was sitting, the third debate was much like 
the first. Gore absolutely annihilated Bush on his command 
of the issues. During the last half-hour, in particular, the 
Texas governor looked and sounded exhausted, cranky, 
and entirely out of his element. Yes, the commentators 
noticed, and even gave Gore points for seeming less 
obnoxious than he did in Boston. “A lifetime — surely a 
campaign season — of coasting, not enough of that fancy 
book-learnin’, came back and took a Texas-size chomp 
from his Lone Star ass,” wrote Salon's Jake Tapper of 
Bush's embarrassing performance, 

Yet, as in the first debate, Bush got from the public what 
he couldn't get during 90 minutes in St. Louis: respect. 
CBS News scored it narrowly for Gore, 45 percent to 40 
percent — hardly enough to change anyone’s mind. ABC 
News's poll respondents actually called it a dead heat, 41 
percent to 41 percent. 

The most fascinating poll, though, was the CNN/USA 
Today/Gallup survey, which showed Gore winning by a 
razor-thin 46 percent to 44 percent margin, but which also 
revealed Bush to be a big winner on just about all of the 
important questions lurking beneath the surface. For 
instance, debate-watchers thought Bush was more likable 
by a 60 percent to 31 percent margin. Bush agreed more 
on issues respondents cared about, 51 percent to 45 
percent. Bush was more believable, 52 percent to 41 
percent. Bush was more in touch with the average voter, 47 
percent to 45 percent. 

Gore did beat Bush by a 57 percent to 33 percent margin 
on the matter of who expressed himself more clearly. But 
you can be sure the Gore camp knows as well as anyone 
that a candidate who is perceived merely as more articulate 
is not going to beat someone who is seen as more likable 
and more believable. 

Such numbers have to be discouraging for Gore. Time 
and again Tuesday night, | thought he manhandled Bush, 
who came off as utterly unprepared to be president. In a 
pre-debate appearance on MSNBC, former Massachusetts 
governor Michael Dukakis vigorously — almost angrily — 
blamed the media for turning Gore's first-debate victory into 
a defeat. And now it’s going to happen again. Sut though 
Dukakis was right generally, he was wrong on the specifics: 
the media haven't shaped public opinion so much as 
they've followed it, elevating the complaints of those 
moronic undecided voters about Gore’s sighs, for instance, 

as though they were folk wisdom rather than the useless 
natterings of people too ill-informed to make up their minds 
(see “Don’t Quote Me,” News and Features, October 6). 

Bush's lows Wednesday night were almost too 


embarrassing to be believed. Here’s what | thought was 
the lowest moment. For months, Bush and running mate 
Dick Cheney have been hammering away at the Clinton- 
Gore administration's supposed neglect of the military. 
During the debate, Gore pointed out that he wants 

$100 billion in new military spending, whereas Bush 
wants “only” $45 billion. (Paging Ralph Nader!) In other 
words, Gore had just exposed Bush as a fraud on his 
signature issue — yet Bush's only response was a lame 
retort that Yep, you bet Gore’s gonna make the federal 
government bigger. Me? Not gonna. 

To be sure, Gore still hasn't come close to mastering Bill 
Clinton's trick of pandering without seeming to. In the town- 
hall setting, Gore’s desperate urge to close the sale 
seemed almost comic at times, as when he tried to 
reassure a family farmer (“You guys have been having a 
hard time, and | want to fight for you”), and when he ticked 
off what seemed like a 37-point checklist of tax breaks and 
credits for the benefit of a single, childless woman. | 
wouldn't have been surprised if Gore had actually jumped 
into the crowd and begged. 

Maybe it comes down to this. The public clearly sees 
that Gore is smarter and better informed than Bush. But 
they're not looking to see whether Bush is a genius, but, 
rather whether — as WTKK Radio talk-show host and 
MSNBC.com contributor Jay Severin has observed — he 
meets the minimum intellectual qualifications to be 
president. (I don’t think he has, but never mind.) Assuming 
he’s met that threshold, undecided voters then move on to 
other things: do they like him better? Do they prefer his 
overall approach? And here’s where Bush seems to be 
doing pretty well. The Washington Posts David Broder 
wrote that the candidates themselves have cast this 
campaign as one of “the fighter” versus “the healer.” Given 
Gore’s aggressive demeanor, the vice-president really had 
no choice; but it’s pretty obvious that most people will opt 
for conciliation over conflict. 

“Mr. Gore seems to see America as a place fragmented 
into special interests, a place where the first priority of 
government is not to protect individual liberties but to divide 
the plunder among favored factions,” wrote Claudia Rosett 
on Wednesday in the Wail Street Journals 
OpinionJournal.com. 

Unfortunately for Gore, that sounds about right. He 
probably thinks he’s about to get punished for the sins of 
Bill Clinton. He’s wrong. The trouble with Gore is that he’s 
not Clinton. Clinton, for all his faults and personal venality, 
could have tied up Gore’s issues into a gauzy, optimistic 

whole, using his rhetorical skills to articulate a vision for 
the country. 

Gore has succeeded brilliantly in showing that Bush is 
either too stupid or too intellectually incurious to be 
president. But in doing so, he has committed a cardinal sin 
of politics: he has turned the campaign into a referendum 
on his opponent, rather than on his own ideas and vision.

THE STRAIGHT DOPE’

How can I straighten out the curvature in my penis? And is 
there anything that actually makes it bigger besides surgery?

You’re saying you’re curved and small? Man. Here’s hop- 
ing you've got a nice personality. 

In 1983 I said there was no reliable means of permanently 
enlarging the penis — true at the time. But science marches 
on, and new surgical techniques offer the prospect of addi- 
tional length and girth. As of 1996, 10,000 men reportedly 
had undergone “elective penile lengthening.” But be fore- 
warned: complications are common, and some people wind 
up worse off than they started. 

Although there’s no standard surgical technique for penis 
enlargement, a typical operation may include: 

1) Release of the penis’s suspensory ligament. This allows 
the portion of the penis normally concealed within the body 
to protrude more. 

2) An inverted “V-Y advancement flap” sliced into the 
pubic skin above the penis, theoretically permitting it to 
hang out farther. 

3) Fat transfer for penile-girth enhancement. | have mixed 
feelings about mentioning this, but women I’ve consulted say 
that while penis length isn’t all that important, they do-appreci- 
ate a certain amount of circumference. Judging from photos, fat 
transfer will make you look thicker in the detumescent state, but 
you don’t want to get carried away. In one “after” shot, the guy 
has such a pipe he can’t get his hand around it. One woman’s 
reaction: “No way am I getting on the receiving end of that.” 

4) “Turkey neck” removal to increase apparent length. In 
some men the scrotal skin attaches far forward on the penis, 
making it seem shorter than it is. The surgery trims this back. 

After surgery, one commonly applies stretching devices or 
weights. Length gains of as much as two inches have been 
claimed, although one journal article reports a range of 1.1 
to 2.1 centimeters. 

We now turn to the medical literature — always interest- 
ing, if only for article titles like “Penile Duplication.” (What, 
the guy needed a spare?) More relevant to the present dis- 
cussion is “Reconstruction of Deformities Resulting from 
Penile Enlargement Surgery” (Alter, Journal of Urology, De- 
cember 1997). It tells of several dozen men whose opera- 
tions went awry, causing problems ranging from lumps, hol- 
lows, and scar tissue (fat-tissue distribution is troublesome, 
it appears) to actual shortening of the penis, sometimes ac- 
companied by pain, impotence, and incontinence. A 1996 
account published by Wessells and others in the same jour- 
nal says much the same thing. If the photos are any indica- 
tion, you could get an equally attractive result ladling sand 
into a sock — and mind you, these guys paid for this. 

Moving on to your other complaint, slight curvature of the 
penis is fairly common and not something to be concerned 
about — it didn’t seem to bother Bill Clinton, anyway. Extreme 
curvature is called Peyronie’s disease, a condition involving a 
stricture of the sheathing tissue that causes the penis to pull to 
one side (or up or down). It’s uncertain what causes Peyronie’s 
disease, although a current popular theory holds that it is the re- 
sult of damage to the penis during sex. Treatment can include 
vitamin E, drugs, and, as a last resort, surgery. One surgical 
technique, I note with a shudder, is “partial penile disassembly,” 
although this seems to have fallen out of favor now, presumably 
for obvious reasons. (“Doctor, we seem to have a part left 
over.”) But in extreme cases of Peyronie’s disease, the victims’ 
penises look like those animal shapes you make with balloons. 
In such cases the knife is the only recourse. 

It’s the vanity cases you have to wonder about. “Although 
[the patient] may have a normal or even large phallus, a per- 
ceived deficiency diminishes self-esteem,” Alter writes in the 
article cited above. God forbid we should have people walk- 
ing around with diminished self-esteem, although it seems to 
me a cheaper cours®would be to volunteer at a soup 
kitchen. If that won’t do it, look up “Lymphedema Due to 
Chronic Penile Strangulation” (Journal of Dermatology, 
September 1996). The strangulation in question was “due to 
long-term use of a penis enlarging ring.” Sure, the guy was a 
little obsessed. You ain’t? *

Visions of recognition have danced in Clinton's head — even 
as he pushed the Middle East into dangerous territory

happen sooner. 

The question now is whether his succes- 
sor — Vice-President Al Gore or Texas 
governor George W. Bush — will repudi- 
ate Clinton’s failed tactics and articulate a 
strong foreign policy for the Middle East. 
The next president could repair the consid- 
erable damage Clinton has done — or 
worsen it. 


S A close observer of Clinton’s role in 

the Middle East peace talks (I covered 
the Middle East for four years at the na- 
tional Jewish weekly the Forward), I can 
say with confidence that since Clinton re- 


agreement. That’s more than those held 
by the previous three presidents com- 
bined.) In negotiating these signings, 
Clinton seemed to operate on the theory 
that if he treated Yasir Arafat, the chair- 
man of the Palestinian Authority, as if he 
were a statesman — ignoring considerable 
evidence to the contrary — then Arafat 
would act like one. Unfortunately, reality 
has wedged itself between Clinton and his 
dreams. 

Clinton’s ambition led him to get in- 
volved with every aspect of the peace ne- 
gotiations. In most successful bargaining 
sessions — such as the one that produced 
the original Oslo agreement — you let the

alized he might gain special recognition 
for his role in the peace talks — perhaps 
even win a Nobel Peace Prize — his strat- 
egy has been to ignore simmering hostili- 
ties in the region in favor of high-profile 
signing ceremonies whenever possible. 
(Since he’s been in office, we’ve seen at 
least seven of these ceremonies — not in- 
cluding the Balkans’ ill-fated Dayton 


small fry work out the deal and don’t 
bring in the big cheese until it’s done. But 
Clinton not only wants to be there at the 
end, he wants to do the job of Dennis 
Ross, the State Department bureaucrat 
who has worked on this issue since the 
Bush administration. Clinton likes to be in 
on these talks because he thinks his per- 
sonal skill and charm — which have 


wooed friends and disarmed Republicans 
— will win the negotiators over. 

The president has treated the cen- 
turies-old hostilities in the Middle East as 
if they were the budget deal or welfare 
reform. On those domestic issues, Clin- 
ton could “triangulate” against Newt 
Gingrich and the Republicans and come 
out looking good. But you can’t spin 
bloodshed in the Middle East. That strat- 
egy failed miserably with Arafat and the 
late Hafez al-Assad of Syria. And unlike 
cutting deals with congressman, engaging 
in the nitty-gritty with such people can be 
dangerous: once these guys rebuff Clin- 
ton, they’ve got nowhere else to go but to 
the streets. 


OR YEARS Clinton has been giving 

Arafat the Steven Spielberg treatment: 
invite somebody to the White House 
enough times, he seems to believe, and 
you can get him to agree to anything. 
That may work on Hollywood types and 
big campaign donors, but it doesn’t res- 
onate with a thug like Arafat, who sur- 
vives on a combination of daring, wit, and 
brutality. Still, Arafat has been to the 
White House during Clinton’s tenure 
more times than any other foreign leader. 
(Remember that just a few years before 
Oslo, Arafat was advising Saddam Hus- 


sein and engaging in terrorist activity 
such as approving the hijacking of the 
cruise ship Achille Lauro.) 

Both Gore and Bush are well aware of 
Clinton’s policy and how it’s failed. So 
when it comes to the political implica- 
tions of the recent violence, it’s not 
enough for these candidates to utter buz- 
zwords about the “peace process” and 
the need to play the “honest broker.” The 
best way for America to restore order to 
the region — as some advisers in both 
Democratic and Republican circles now 
say — is to take a time-out from the ne- 
gotiations. In response to what’s hap- 
pened, both candidates need to make the 
case that they will stand by Israel — our 
Democratic ally in the Middle East — 
and hold Arafat to his word. But so far, 
both George W. Bush and Al Gore have 
gone out of their way to support Clin- 
ton’s handling of the Middle East. As 
conditions there worsen — and don’t ex- 
pect Tuesday’s “cease-fire” in Sharm el- 
Sheikh to solve anything — the candi- 
dates will be forced to confront the ugly 
realities about Clinton’s meddling. 

“This opens up brilliant opportunities 
for both Bush and Gore,” says one 
Washington-based foreign-policy special- 
ist. “There is a sense out there that for- 
eign policy is out of control.” By repudi- 
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ating Clinton’s policy of coddling Arafat 
in exchange for incremental and tempo- 
rary progress, Bush could transform him- 
self into a tough-minded leader in the 
mold of Ronald Reagan. And Gore could 
become his “own man” on a matter of 
substance rather than sizzle. 

But at this juncture in a presidential 
race marked by caution, it doesn’t look as 
though either candidate will do the right 
thing. By late Tuesday night, it appeared 
that the Gore campaign was running away 
from the Middle East. Before the third 
presidential debate, Lieberman told a 
group of Jewish Democrats that “our 
campaign slogan has to be ‘Next year in 
Washington.’ ” The obvious implication of 
Lieberman’s call — which never men- 
tioned the words “Israel” or “Middle 
East” — was that the Democrats wished 
the whole issue would just go away so they 
could focus on domestic issues. Later, 
when the subject came up during the de- 
bate, Gore at first didn’t respond to the 
question, then said that he had taken part 
“in the meetings that charted the presi- 
dent’s summit meeting.” Bush, for his 
part, hinted at a critique of the president, 
saying he would not “dictate” terms and 
that negotiations had to proceed on their 
own “timetable.” 


O FULLY understand the implications 

of Clinton’s superficial approach to the 
peace process, it’s important to compre- 
hend just what he’s done. Generally 
speaking, he’s taken credit for successes 
he had nothing to do with; he’s interfered 
in Israeli elections; and he’s pressured Is- 
rael to make concessions before the Israeli 
and Palestinian people have been ready to 
accept them. Most significantly, when 
Arafat’s been given an inch, Clinton’s let 
him take a mile. 

When the Israelis first began negotiat- 
ing with Palestinians in Oslo in 1993, the 
Clinton administration knew absolutely 
nothing about it. The talks, which grew 
into the Oslo peace accord, took Clinton 
completely by surprise. That, of course, 
didn’t stop him from taking crédit for the 
agreement — and milking it for all it was 
worth. (Remember all the press coverage 
of Clinton pushing Rabin toward Arafat 
for that famous handshake?) 

The idea behind that agreement was 
simple. The Palestinians would gain land 
and a degree of autonomy over their po- 
litical lives; in return, they promised to 
give up violence and hateful rhetoric and 
work out disagreements peacefully. The 
reason Arafat came to the table — and, 
later, to the Rose Garden for the signing 
ceremony — wasn’t that he liked Bill 
Clinton. It was that he saw the handwrit- 
ing on the wall. When the Cold War 
ended and the Soviet Union dissolved, 
Arab nations lost their primary financial 
patron. The humiliating defeat of the 
Iraqi juggernaut in 1991 showed that 
America was willing to stand by its allies 
and risk lives for what it believed in. 
Meanwhile, the Palestinian uprising in the 
West Bank and Gaza, which began in 
1987, had petered out. Arafat had no 
choice but to cut a deal with Israel. 

Even as Clinton took credit for Oslo, he 
wasn’t able to impose himself on the 
peace negotiations until the assassination 
of Yitzhak Rabin in 1995. (Unlike his 
successors, Rabin had insisted that the Is- 
raelis and Palestinians conduct the peace 
negotiations.) When the hawkish Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu challenged the more 
moderate Shimon Peres for the Israeli 
presidency, Clinton did everything he 
could to promote Peres. He paid a special 
visit to Israel, convened one of his famous 
summits at Sharm el-Sheikh, promised 
additional aid to Israel, and urged that 
the peace process move forward. He had 
his ambassador to Israel actively promote 
Peres’s candidacy. Throughout, he ig- 
nored dangerous signals that Arafat 
wasn’t keeping his word — such as the 
suicide bombings in Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem in February and March of 
1996. 


ESPITE CLINTON’S meddling, Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu of the hard-line 
Likud party won the election. Just a few

itself. Answer this: are Israeli soldiers seek- 
ing out and deliberately shooting 12-year- 
olds? Or are Palestinian authorities ex- 
ploiting children for propaganda purposes 
by putting them in harm’s way? Clearly, 
one’s understanding of the image depends 
entirely on one’s interpretation of the 
events leading up to it. 

As ABC News reporter John Donvan put 
it on Nightline last Friday: “The thing about 
pictures is that you know — or at least you 
think you know — that what you see is real. 
But the truth about pictures is that they 
don’t necessarily tell the whole truth. And 
yet, in a place like the Middle East, a dra- 
matic photo or a piece of video can take on 
a life of its own, and the results of that can 
range from the absurd to the ridiculous.” 

On one level, then, the Nightline program 
was a serious attempt to provide the context 
missing from those photos. On another, it 
was an acknowledgment — and a self-con- 
gratulatory one at that — of the media’s role 
in transforming reality into myth, and of 
how that myth, in turn, ends up transform- 
ing reality. After all, the Palestinians rode a 
wave of favorable public opinion following 
publication of the photo of Mohammed al 
Dura slumping, dead, next to his injured fa- 
ther during an Israeli-Palestinian firefight. 

It wasn’t until] October 12, when the 
video of an Israeli soldier being lynched was 
played over and over, and blood-splattered 
thugs bellowed “God is great!” for the bene- 
fit of television cameras, that the battle over 
images swung Israel’s way. And there’s no 
question that the media-sawvy Palestinian 
leadership knew exactly how powerful those 
images would be: according to the 

Jerusalem Post, Palestinian authorities con- 
fiscated videotapes from many of the pho- 
tographers who had witnessed the terror. 
Fortunately, Italy’s Cinque 5 Channel was 
able to spirit its tape out of Ramallah. 


F THE preoccupation with image over 

context feeds into the media’s need to 

transform the story into a drama about 
themselves, it also leads to another phe- 
nomenon much beloved by the news busi- 
ness: moral equivalence. Each image, after 
all, depicts something awful. In one, Israelis 
do something terrible to Palestinians; in the 
other, Palestinians do something terrible to 
Israelis. In the hopelessly complex battle 
between Israelis and Palestinians, between 
Jews and Arabs — a battle that goes back 
50, 100, 1000 years — the media take a 
deep breath and sigh in collective relief 
when they can portray both sides as equally 
violent, equally at fault, equally unreason- 
able, equally unfathomable. With much of 
American public opinion pretty firmly in 
the Israeli camp for reasons of culture, na- 
tional interest, personal relationships, and 
family ties, moral equivalence also allows 
the media to proclaim their objectivity with- 
out delving too deeply into the issues. 

To be sure, in such a charged environ- 
ment, even moral equivalence can be contro- 
versial. In a piece written for National Ke- 
view Online on the eve of the second presi- 
dential debate, Reagan-era defense strategist 
Frank Gaffney urged George W. Bush to re- 
ject this approach to the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict, an approach that he called a hall- 
mark of the Clinton-Gore administration 
(see “Clinton’s Ambition, Arafat’s War,” 
page 1), and to adopt a more explicitly pro- 
Israel position. (Gaffney’s advice was pretty 
rich, given that Al Gore has articulated a 
fairly strong pro-Israel stand, whereas Bush 
has urged better relations with the Arab 
states. Indeed, an important Arab-American 
organization endorsed Bush just this week. 
The current issue of the Economist includes 


an excellent piece on the growing clout of 
Arab-American voters.) 

Perhaps because their job is to reduce the 
most complex issues to easily understood 
caricatures, editorial cartoonists have been at 
the forefront of moral equivalence. Witness 
the Los Angeles Times’ Michael Ramirez, 
whose depiction of a Jew and a Muslim wor- 
shipping at a wall labeled “Hate” sparked a 
flurry of protests —‘including a march by 
approximately 100 Jews against Vermont’s 
Rutland Herald, which reprinted the offend- 
ing cartoon. Interestingly, the language of 
moral equivalence was used both to defend 
and to condemn the cartoon. In a note pub- 
lished on the Times’ Web site, Ramirez de- 
fended his work by saying, “It is unfortunate 
that the most recent events simply reinforce 
my view that extreme elements on both sides 
are the cause for this escalation.” But the 
Times’ “reader’s representative,” Narda 
Zacchino, noting that the paper had received 
about 1000 complaints, wrote, “To reduce 
the complex, enduring and seemingly in- 
tractable problems of Israel and Palestine to 
a simple matter of religious. fanaticism 
mocks the history of the region.” 

Ramirez’s cartoon was unusual only in 
its use of religious symbols and, thus, the 
protests it attracted. But he was hardly the

only one to invoke moral equivalence as a 
convenient way to comment on the vio- 
lence. This past Monday, the Boston 
Globe’s Dan Wasserman depicted Palestini- 
an leader Yasir Arafat and Israeli prime 
minister Ehud Barak sawing off the limb of 
a tree on which they were both sitting, 
thinking, “I'll show him!” And Pat 
Oliphant, in the current U.S. News & 
World Report, shows two babies, one repre- 
senting Israel and the other the Palestini- 
ans, crying at a distracted Bill Clinton, 
“Hey! Our diapers need changing again!!” 
The problem is that there is a funda- 
mental intellectual laziness to moral 
equivalence. Although it’s certainly rea- 
sonable to argue that Israel has used far 
too much force in suppressing what is es- 
sentially a rag-tag band of rock-throwing 
youths, it seems eminently clear, based 
on solid reporting, that Arafat touched 
off this wave of violence himself — to 
pressure Barak into the negotiations for- 
merly known as the peace process, to 
protect himself from radicals in his own 
camp, or both. You can’t help but be 
moved by an October 4 New York Times 
op-ed piece by Avraham Burg, the pro- 
peace Speaker of the Knesset, who wrote 
of his despair over the Palestinians’ rejec- 
tion of peace on generous terms last July, 
followed by the violence touched off by 
Likud leader Ariel Sharon’s provocative 





but perfectly legal visit to the Temple 
Mount on September 28. 

“Now, at the home stretch of long, 
drawn-out and heated negotiations over a 
lasting peace agreement,” Burg wrote, “we 
who advocated peace are facing an enor- 
mous crisis of confidence. The events of the 
past couple of days make us ask ourselves: 
Do we really understand what is going on? 
After everything was given, there are still 
demands on the other side.” 


HERE IS another, different, higher 
sort of moral equivalence at work in 
the Middle East, and the media — at their 
best — have been able to capture some of 
that, sometimes through intelligent analy- 
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sis, sometimes simply by letting other 
voices be heard. 

A particularly moving and eloquent ex- 
ample of the latter appeared on Sunday, in 
the Washington Post, in the form of a long 
essay by Muhanned Tull, an official in the 
Palestinian Ministry of Labor. Tull chal- 
lenged the conventional view that Barak’s 
July offer — Palestinian control of some 92 
percent of the West Bank, plus a resolution 
of who would govern Jerusalem that should 
have been acceptable to both sides — was 
as good as Arafat ever should have expect- 
ed. “What the Western media were describ- 
ing as broad concessions by the Israeli 
primé minister were far short of Palestinian 
expectations — and, most important, far 
short of what the UN resolutions demand- 
ed,” Tull wrote. “The final proposal at 
Camp David would have given us a helpless 
and disconnected state, scattered across less 
than half the territory we believe should be 
ours. It offered nothing to Palestinian 
refugees and continued to postpone the 
issue of Jerusalem — giving Israel time to 
change the demographics and nature of the 
whole city.” 

The pieces by Burg and Tull define a 
moral equivalence not of two sides too 
blinded by hate and religious primitivism to 
stop fighting each other but, rather, of two 
oppressed peoples with a claim to the same

MIDDLE EAST, from page 17 
months after Netanyahu’s victory in 1996, 
Arafat tested Clinton. After Netanyahu de- 
cided to open a historic tunnel close to the 
Temple Mount/Dome of the Rock area, the 
Palestinians claimed that the tunnel endan- 
gered the structural integrity of their his- 
toric holy place — which it did not — and 
began a campaign of violence not unlike 
what we've recently seen. 

When, for the first time, armed mem- 
bers of the Palestinian police began 
shooting at Israelis (in the early stages of 
the peace process it was thought that 
these “police” would 





many key events in the peace process 
took place simultaneously with events 
linked to Clinton’s impeachment. The 
president kept Arafat waiting in the 
White House so he could finish an 
episode with Monica Lewinsky. The 
Lewinsky scandal broke in January 1998, 
when Clinton had scheduled another 
round of meetings with Arafat and Ne- 
tanyahu. His comments to the small 
gathering, where he demonstrated an ab- 
solute command of the minutiae of the 
peace process, coincided with his battle 
against the independent counsel, Ken 
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more dramatically, Barak came to Camp 
David this July prepared to deal. The Is- 
raeli president offered Arafat 90 percent 
of the West Bank and indicated a willing- 
ness to share Jerusalem. The Jerusalem 
concession, in particular, marked a huge 
shift for an Israeli leader. 

But Arafat balked. He wouldn’t take the 
deal or propose a reasonable counterof- 
fer. Some argue that Arafat was incapable 
of making any final agreement with Israel. 
But others, including Egypt’s leader, 
Hosni Mubarak, have said that Clinton 
pushed everything too fast. Clinton’s 
timetable required the 
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provide civil order 
within the Palestinian 
Authority), Clinton 
blamed Israel for hav- 
ing provoked the 
Palestinians. After an 
“emergency summit” 
in Washington, things 
cooled down, but the 
precedent was set: 
Arafat could continue 
to receive financial aid 
from the US, and 
moral support from 
the European Union 
and the world com- 
munity, even as his 
police forces shot Is- 
raeli citizens. 

There were warning 
signals that Clinton 
and his administration 
ignored. He failed to 
take any notice of inflammatory remarks 
by a Palestinian member of Arafat’s inner 
circle, who predicted the scenario now 
unfolding in the Middle East: Nabil 
Shaath, a key Arafat ally, was quoted in 
the Jerusalem Post in t996 as saying that 
when negotiations eventually deadlocked, 
the Palestinians would return to the 
armed struggle and “all acts of violence” 
would return. The Clinton administration 
downplayed the significance of evidence 
that Arafat was preparing his people for 
war — not peace. 

As a reporter for the Forward, | watched 
a video prepared by the Palestinian Media 
Review, an Israeli nonprofit group, that 
showed Palestinian schoolchildren being 
educated for militant action. In one bit of 
footage, a six-year-old girl sang that as “a 
daughter of Palestine . ... | never soften. 
Koran in my right hand. In my left hand 
— a knife.” Arafat clearly was eritourag- 
ing this. But the Clinton administration 
and American advocates for the peace 
process dismissed these examples as right- 
wing propaganda, and its purveyors as en- 
emies of peace. 

“They always interpreted our insistence 
on reciprocity as a form of foot-dragging,” 
recalls Dore Gold, Israel’s former ambas- 
sador to the United Nations and a former 
foreign-policy aide to Netanyahu, referring 
to Israel’s position that it would not make 
concessions without evidence that Arafat 
had met his previous promises. “Every time 

we produced a cassette tape [showing] 
Palestinian incitement, they would say, 
‘Yeah, sure. When are you going to turn 
over the land?’ ” 

Even outside the public spotlight, Clin- 
ton kept up the charm when talking about 
the Middle East. In 1998 I snagged an in- 
vitation to a private party at the Washing- 
ton, DC, home of Clinton ally Robert 
Shrum, now a consultant to the Gore 
campaign. Once Clinton arrived, I noticed 
one of the attendees arguing with the 
president about putting so much pressure 
on Netanyahu. I took notes on their con- 
versation. Clinton expressed impatience 
with the slow pace of the peace process. 
He said that the failure of the negotiations 
would be his “worst nightmare.” 
Throughout, Clinton expressed his com- 
mitment to the peace process. He also 
said that he kept a photo of slain prime 
minister Rabin near his desk and looked at 
it “every day.” When I told Clinton I was 
going to publish his remarks in a news 
story, he shook his head at me. “Don’t 
write anything that'll make it harder for us 
to make peace over there,” he drawled. 

Those might sound like the words of a 
man committed to the peace process for 
the sake of peace. But keep in mind that

Starr. Even some of the toughest peace 
negotiations occurred around the same 
time as his actual impeachment. In cling- 
ing to the Middle East negotiations and 
memorializing Rabin, Clinton was surely 
hoping that his administration might be 
remembered for something other than the 
impeachment. 


Y OCTOBER 1998, Clinton had per- 

suaded Netanyahu, who was increas- 
ingly unpopular at home and abroad, to 
participate in another one of those made- 





signing of a final.deal be- 
fore January 2001— the 
end of his last term in of- 
fice — and that schedule 
all but guaranteed vio- 
lence. 

So, well before Ariel 
Sharon set foot on the 
Temple Mount last 
month — the ostensible 
“cause” of the recent vio- 
lence — the stage had 
been set for a confronta- 
tion. When Clinton sent 
the word down to United 
Nations ambassador 
Richard Holbrooke to ab- 
stain from a resolution 
condemning Israel for the 
recent violence, he fanned 
the flames of Palestinian 
anger. But what did Clin- 
ton expect after coddling 
Arafat for five years? This anger culmi- 
nated in the mob killing of the two Israeli 
reservists, which, in turn, forced the hesi- 
tant Barak to authorize the Israel Defense 
Force attack on Ramallah and Gaza last 
week. 


HAT’S INTERESTING today is the 

silence from both Bush and Gore on 
all this. Both presidential candidates have 
advisers and friends ready to explain 
Clinton’s complicity in the recent vio- 
lence, but so far neither candidate has 


in clinging to the Middle East negotiations, 
Clinton hoped that his administration 
might be remembered for something 
other than the impeachment. 


for-camera peace talks at the now-famous 
Wye River Plantation (which also served 
as the temporary home of Elian 
Gonzalez). During a historic signing cer- 
emony on a glorious autumn day at the 
White House, Clinton sat by Arafat, Ne- 
tanyahu, and the courageous King Hus- 
sein, whose cancer treatments had already 
caused him to lose his hair. But the agree- 
ment didn’t hold, and the president made 
plans to put in place a more compliant Is- 
raeli leader. 

In Ehud Barak, Clinton found a tough, 
well-decorated Israeli general — one very 
much in the image of Rabin — who 
would follow a line closer to that of the 
White House. Instead of relying on an 
ambassador who would promote the 
Labor Party candidate, this time the pres- 
ident dispatched three close allies — 
Robert Shrum, James Carville, and Stan 
Greenberg — to work for a Labor victo- 
ry. In addition, in keeping with the classic 
Clinton tactic of divide and conquer, the 
president invited another former general 
and ex-Netanyahu ally, Yitzhak 
Mordechai, to the White House — appar- 
ently as a way to build up Mordechai as a 
hawkish alternative to Netanyahu. The ef- 
fort may not have been necessary: Ne- 
tanyahu was a deeply flawed figure who 
had made enemies on both the right and 
the left. But Clinton gave the appearance 
of having doled out favors — favors 
Barak would someday have to return. 

After his victory, Barak immediately 
made good on his campaign promise to 
withdraw Israeli forces from Lebanon. It 
was a move that relieved the Israeli pub- 
lic, but seemed to embolden many in the 
Arab world — including Arafat. Even 


been willing to do more than utter inane 
platitudes. 

For conservatives, especially the neo- 
conservatives and their progeny, Bush’s 
position is particularly galling. Early in 
the presidential campaign, Austin sig- 
naled that Bush would be his own man 
on foreign policy — not a clone of his fa- 
ther, who had a tense relationship with 
Israel. Just weeks after being re-elected 
as governor in 1998, Governor Bush vis- 
ited Israel and even took a helicopter 
tour of the country with Ariel Sharon. 
The Bush camp put out the word that 
such hard-liners as Richard Perle and, to 
a lesser extent, Paul Wolfowitz were ad- 
vising Bush on foreign policy. Yet so far, 
Bush’s foreign-policy comments have 
been coming from Condoleeza Rice, who 
made her first official remarks on the 
Middle East before the Arab-American 
Institute in Michigan. The move sent an 
unmistakable message about whose voice 
a Bush administration would listen to on 
foreign policy. As a result, the pro-Israel 
conservatives who rallied behind Ronald 
Reagan in the 1980s are on the brink of 
finding themselves without a home. : 

Meanwhile, two of the biggest critics of 
Clinton’s foreign policy are close advisers 
to Gore. One penned a letter to Clinton in 
1998 that was co-signed by Senate col- 
leagues from both sides of the aisle, call- 
ing on the president to back off from pres- 
suring Netanyahu. The author’s name? 
Joseph Lieberman. (Lieberman, however, 
was not among the 94 senators who ob- 
jected to the recent UN abstention.) The 
other is Martin Peretz, owner of the New 
Republic. A vehement critic of Clinton’s 
policy regarding Israel, Peretz is nonethe- 
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less one of Gore’s staunchest supporters. 
He and others would love to see Gore fol- 
low up his pick of Lieberman and his “I 
am my own man” speech at the conven- 
tion by distancing himself from Clinton’s 
Middle East policy. (William Kristol, the 
editor of the Weekly Standard, mapped 
out just such a scenario in the magazine’s 
October 23 editorial.) 

Sources in the Gore camp say the vice- 
president would like nothing more than 
to do just that. Gore, according to these 
sources, believes America’s abstention on 
the UN resolution condemning Israel was 
a mistake. He would have voted against 
the resolution, thereby killing it in the 
Security Council. They also note that 
when relations became frosty between 
Netanyahu and Clinton, Gore remained 
on good terms with the Israeli prime 
minister — welcoming him to dinner and 
traveling to Israel for the country’s 50th 
anniversary when Clinton declined to 
make the trip. But, as of this writing, 
Gore has failed to separate himself from 
Clinton. i 

As a result, many observers believe that 
Bush will look better on the issue than 
Gore — simply by virtue of not seeming 
as reflexively pro-Israel. One Democratic 
Senate staffer says he believes Bush has 
already,won the battle on foreign policy. 
“If I were on the campaign I’d tell Lieber- 
man to take the rest of the campaign off 
— say it’s a Jewish holiday,” the staffer 
says. “This is what the Republican high 
command's been dreaming of. The aver- 
age American knows there are riots in Is- 
rael. The average American knows that 
Jews are killing Arabs. The average Amer- 
ican knows that Arabs are killing Ameri- 
can sailors. The average American knows 
that Lieberman is Jewish. It’s a catastro- 
phe for Democrats.” 


HE PALESTINIAN people, to be sure, 

deserve dignity, honor, and recogni- 
tion of their national rights. The Oslo 
peace talks marked a recognition of these 
rights. But participating in negotiations 
means not getting everything you want. 
That’s why Barak was prepared to cross 
almost every previously inviolate Israeli 
line in the hope for peace. The Palestini- 
ans, on the other hand, have given the im* 
pression that they may not be willing to 
compromise — that, in effect, they want 
everything. That would mean the destruc- 
tion of Israel and Zionism, to which no 
Israeli leader can agree. 

A successful candidate seeking office 
as conflict rages in the Middle East 
ought to be the one who is willing to 
stand up before the world and articulate 
what is right — the way Senator Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan did when he served as 
America’s ambassador to the United Na- 
tions in 1975. When the international 
body passed the “Zionism is racism” 
resolution, Moynihan declared that 
America “does not acknowledge, it will 
not abide by, it will never acquiesce in 
this infamous act.” 

That might be too much to hope for, 
however. Bush sent the wrong message 
during the second debate by saying he 
would preside over a “humble nation.” 
The Saddam Husseins and the Osama bin 
Ladens of the world hate America, 
whether it is a humble nation or not. 
What they respect is a strong nation that 
stands by its friends. 

Gore’s comments in that debate, to be 
sure, suggested a coherent, strong foreign 
policy. But neither candidate seems to 
have what it takes to support Israel the 
way Moynihan did. The pundits keep 
telling us that this is an election without 
issues. Well, we’ve just been handed one 
— and neither candidate is doing any- 
thing about it. In an election where 
polling data seem to rise and fall on what 
color tie a candidate wears during a de- 
bate, we probably shouldn’t be surprised. 
But if no American leader sends a clear 
message of support for Israel between 
now and January, the Middle East could 
erupt in war. 

You better believe future historians will 
remember that. a

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land — a dispute that, ultimately, may be be- 
yond settling except through the use of force. 
Israel refuses to retreat all the way back to its 
pre- 1967 borders, arguing persuasively 

that those borders cannot be readily de- 
fended. The Palestinian leadership — or 
powerful elements of that leadership that 
may or may not include Arafat — want not 
just the West Bank, East Jerusalem, and 
Gaza, but all of Palestine. Neither position is 
unreasonable, but they are absolutely irrec 
oncilable. And, of course, only one position 
allows for Israel’s continued existence. That’s 
why moral equivalence may work as a cheap 
journalistic device, or even as a way of un- 
derstanding each side’s grievances, but not 
as a way to craft a permanent peace. As Jo- 
hanna McGeary wrote in a particularly per- 
ceptive profile of Arafat in this week’s Time: 
“Right now ordinary Palestinians seem fur- 
ther than ever from realizing their legitimate 
aspirations. Boys in the streets talk wildly of 
‘war’ and ‘victory,’ but war is suicide when 
one side has stones and the other Stingers, 
and the victory they crave is total ownership 
of a land they can only share.” 

It’s undeniable that the Palestinians have 
suffered greatly in the recent violence. 
More than 100 Palestinians have died, as 
opposed to just a handful of Israelis. Those 
numbers have led to accusations of bias, 
mainly from critics who are more sympa- 
thetic to the Palestinians. 

To be sure, there are those who detect an 
anti-Israel bias in the press as well. For in- 
stance, on CNN’s Reliable Sources last 
weekend, the LA Times’ Doyle McManus 
and the Washington Post’s Howard Kurtz 
(the show’s co-host) decried the lead head- 
line in the October 13 Post — ISRAEI 
STRIKES PALESTINIAN SITES — because it 
made no mention of the fact that Israel was 
retaliating for the lynching of its soldiers. 
Kurtz said that “there’s been criticism that 
this headline by itself made it seem too 
much like Israel was simply committing an 
act of aggression.” Agreed McManus: 
“Yes, it was probably a bad call. But I don’t 
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think there was any ideological bias to it.” 
Well, no, of course not, and to be blunt, the 
entire exchange was inane. : 
Far more serious is the brief submitted by 
media critic Eric Alterman in the current 
issue of the Nation (which features a sur- 
prisingly restrained, if unsurprisingly anti- 
Israel, meditation on the Oslo agreement by 
Edward Said, last seen throwing rocks at Is- 
raeli soldiers in the West Bank.) I expected 
to be appalled by Alterman’s argument that 
the US media are hopelessly biased against 
the Palestinians; instead, | came away im- 
pressed by the strength of the facts he had 
marshaled, though hardly convinced. The 
essentials of Alterman’s critique: that the 
American press has largely overlooked the 
Israelis’ use of deadly force, a practice that 
recently resulted in condemnation in the 


a full Palestinian partner, granting equal 
rights to citizens of both nations; with Is- 
raeli rule in the West and Palestinian rule in 
the East.” 

The problem with-Alterman’s argument 
is not that it’s wrong, but that it’s incom- 
plete. In fact, until the lynching of the Is- 
raeli soldiers, it was the Palestinians who 
were winning the propaganda war — and 
the loss of life, especially among the 
young, was turning American public opin- 
ion against Israel. Indeed, a number of 
analysts have claimed, with some credibili- 
ty, that civilian casualties are an important 
part of the Palestinians’ strategy. As the 
Boston Globe’s Charles Sennott (among 
others) has reported, the rock-throwing 
youths have, on some occasions at least, 
taken their orders directly from Palestini-

UN; that media outlets such as the Washing- 
ton Post, Newsweek, and the Wall Street 
Journal editorial page have legitimized the 
“war criminal” Ariel Sharon (a characteriza- 
tion that is difficult to dismiss, given 
Sharon’s record in Lebanon in the early 
1980s); and that the Oslo framework falls 
well short of meeting the Palestinians’ needs. 
“True, Ehud Barak has taken massive 
political risks by offering concessions that 
go well beyond the Israeli consensus,” Al- 
terman writes. “But given the magnitude of 
the physical, psychological and sociological 
costs of the Palestinian ‘catastrophe,’ 
Barak’s best is simply not good enough. 
The only chance for lasting peace will come 
when Israel agrees to share Jerusalem with 
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an officials. Alterman also overlooks some 
of the truly outstanding analysis that has 
appeared in the elite press (some of which 
appeared after his deadline). There was, 
for instance, last Friday’s Wall Street Jour- 
nal package on the Middle East, anchored 
by Neil King and Gerald Seib’s article 
documenting the United States’ waning 
influence. Or Jane Perlez’s analysis on the 
front of Sunday’s New York Times, in 
which she painstakingly documented how 
Clinton and Barak pushed for a compre- 
hensive settlement last July for their own 
domestic political reasons, ignoring clear 
signals that Arafat wasn’t ready to deliver. 
In other words, the July summit’s failure 
was entirely predictable, and the disas- 
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trous after-effects of that failure have been 
just as predictable. 

But though such journalism may reach 
opinion makers, they lack the power of the 
clear, simple, unambiguous image. 


N OCTOBER 10, Nightline broadcast 

a town meeting from Jerusalem that 
brought together all sides in the conflict — 
a follow-up to a similar session the pro- 
gram had hosted in 1988, in the midst of 
the intifada. This time, the show almost 
didn’t come off: two Israeli officials arrived 
with armed guards, and the Palestinians 
threatened to walk out if the guns weren't 
left behind. 

It was a classic television moment. Argu- 
ments. Tension. The hint of violence. And, 
squarely in the middle, Nightline host Ted 
Koppel, who brokered a compromise under 
which the Israelis would leave their guns out- 
side if everyone else were to leave the build- 
ing and re-enter through a metal detector. “I 
made a proposal which has been accepted, 
and I think we have a solution,” Koppel an- 
nounced, as the audience applauded. 

The reality was that an important dia- 
logue could take place, led by one of televi- 
sion’s finest journalists. But the virtual real- 
ity communicated a different, cruder, sim- 
pler message: the image of a media star, 
stepping in and resolving a dispute between 
inscrutable foreign adversaries. 

No doubt the last thing Koppel intended 
was to turn this moment into yet another 
image — produced by, and ultimately 
about, the media. But it’s inescapable. Be- 
cause, in the end, the images are what stand 
out: a dying boy, a terrible lynching, a 
revered broadcaster — the Walter Cronkite 
of his day — calming an angry crowd. 

The problemi with these images is that 
they mean everything and nothing simulta- 
neously. They enable us to see the horror, 
yet fail to help us understand it. They make 
us feel, not think. ed

advocacy group that formed about a year 
ago to keep tabs on waterfront develop- _ 
ment. “That by itself affects the height of 
the surrounding buildings. If you put a park 
down there and surround it with 300-foot 
buildings, you would see as much of the 
waterfront as if you had put it in downtown 
Boston.” 

For that to work, however, the mayor’s 
MHP would have to be significantly al- 
tered, and time may be running out. 

The plan was originally put forth by the 
Pritzker family, which owns about 27 acres 
of waterfront land. It calls for 150-foot 
buildings as close as 140 feet to the water’s 
edge and at least two 300-foot buildings 
built farther back. (By contrast, the World 
Trade Center is just 80 feet high; the con- 
vention center currently under construction 
in South Boston will be 94 feet high. A plan 
released last year by the city, called the Pub- 
lic Realm Plan, called for capping all water- 
front buildings at 150 feet.) 

The period for public comment on the 
plan ended yesterday, October 18. About 
40 people turned out for a demonstration 
against it at Faneuil Hall on Monday. And 
Monday night, activists and politicos 
packed the chambers of the Boston City 
Council for a hearing on whether the coun- 
cil should pass a resolution urging the 
state’s secretary of environmental affairs, 
Bob Durand, to order changes in the plan. 
Nicholas Pritzker said Monday that if his 
plan wasn’t approved by November 15, 
he’d withdraw it from consideration. 

Critics say the MHP violates Chapter 91 
— a state law dating back to Colonial times 
that mandates public access to the Common- 
wealth’s waterfronts and waterways. Anti- 
MHP activists also say that the 300-foot-high 
waterfront buildings might be dangerously 
close to the flying heights of airplanes taking 
off from Logan Airport. And they charge that 
the MHP doesn’t include much open space 
— one even claimed that hotel lobbies will be 
counted as public space under the MHP. (A 
“myths and facts” sheet on the Municipal 
Harbor Plan handed out by MHP boosters at 
Monday’s city-council hearing says that the 
plan will include more open space than is 
called for under Chapter 91. It also says that 
such space will be more strictly defined than 
required by Chapter 91.) 

The MHP’s critics insist they are in favor 
of developing the waterfront. But they say 
they it must be developed creatively. “We 
have the opportunity to create one of the 
most beautiful places of any major city on 
the planet,” says Mahoney. “But these peo- 
ple are so short-sighted. These people want 
to Manhattanize the harbor, that’s all they 
want. How much imagination is that?” 


T’S A fair question. A new Fenway Park 
and a revitalized waterfront will be with us 
for the next 100 years. Will future genera- 
tions say city planners got it right in 2000 — 
or that they mucked things up, a la the de- 
molition of the West End in the 1950s and 
the construction of City Hall Plaza in the 
1960s? The person most re- 
sponsible for the stadium and 
waterfront projects — and 
certainly the one who will be 
held accountable if things go 
wrong — is Mayor Menino. 
But is Menino really up to the 
task? He is,.after all, the 
politician who favored the 
Pritzkers’ MHP over his own 
administration’s Public Realm 
Plan because he believed con- 
struction on the MHP could 
begin. faster. He is the guy 
who directed Red Sox CEO 
John Harrington to build in 
the Fenway and not on the 
waterfront as Harrington 
wanted — because, it is be- 
lieved, the mayor didn’t want 


to face the wrath of Southie voters. Conve- 
nience, as opposed to vision, seems to be 
guiding Menino. 

Developer Frank McCourt, who owns 
about 25 acres of land (mostly parking lots 
near the federal courthouse across from 
Northern Avenue on the waterfront), re- 
leased two waterfront plans this summer in 
response to the MHP. The first called for at 
least one 400-foot building to be construct- 
ed on his property if the Pritzkers are al- 
lowed to build 300-foot buildings. (That 
way, some of his property will have water 
views.) The other plan, while still allowing 
for the construction of buildings taller than 
300 feet, provided for more open space 
than the current MHP. It was endorsed by 
the Conservation Law Foundation — 
which has vowed to block the MHP in 
court if it goes forward in its current form. 

One City Hall insider says that the mayor 
should support McCourt’s alternate plan to 
develop the waterfront and that McCourt

should work with the new owners of the 
Boston Red Sox to build a park there. 
“People are beginning to recognize what 
most of us have known all along: the Fen- 
way site is not the right site,” this insider 
says. “We need the right people to go to 
McCourt and encourage him to. . . work 
something out with the Pritzkers . . . and 
work with the Red Sox or the new owners. 
It just makes so much sense.” 

Since Harrington announced on October 
6 that he was putting the Yawkey Trust’s 
majosity stake in the team up for sale, the 
whispering campaign to relocate the site of 
the team’s planned new park to Boston’s 
waterfront has become a roar. That shows 
just how fragile the Sox’ Menino-orches- 
trated plan to build a park in the Fenway 
really is. Last week, Boston Globe colum- 
nists Joan Vennochi and Brian McGrory 
wrote that the waterfront — specifically, 
Frank McCourt’s property — was a logical 


place for a new park. The Boston Herald 
reported October. 13 that some neighbor- 
hood activists in South Boston might be 
open to the possibility. And Boston city 
councilor Maura Hennigan weighed in with 
a Globe op-ed column saying that the Fen- 
way proposal is unworkable and calling for 
an “honest assessment” of new sites. 

Although the waterfront plan McCourt 
released this summer does not have a ball- 
park on it, word is that he has been quietly 
showing just such a plan to a handful of 
political players. But Charlie Kenney, a 
spokesman for McCourt, denies that the 
developer has any such plan. “I don’t know 
what they’re talking about, because we’ve 
been out there for the past year focused on 
this six-acre parcel [for a convention-cen- 
ter/hotel development] and not talking 
about anything else,” he says. 

That said, nearly every news report nam- 
ing potential Sox owners has included Mc- 
Court. So let’s just play along 
and imagine the possibilities: a 
ballpark with views of the 
water, like San Francisco’s 
Candlestick — er, 3Com — 
Park. Downtown office work- 
ers could easily catch a game 
after work, getting to the park 
either by walking or by hop- 
ping on the T. When the game 
finished, they could walk back 
to their offices or parking lots, 
get in their cars, and head 
home — thus splitting up the 
post-game traffic to minimize 
gridlock. And a ballpark — 
which could anchor one side of 
the new waterfront develop- 
ment, much as the convention 
center will anchor the other

side — would keep the height of the sur- 
rounding office towers reasonable, as 
LEPAC’s Mahoney points out. 

There is another advantage to a Mc- 
Court-owned Red Sox and/or Fenway 
Park: money. If McCourt did purchase the 
Sox — or strike a deal with a new owner 
to swap some of his land for an ownership 
stake in the team — the Sox wouldn’t have 
to buy land for a new park. That could 
save $140 million right off the bat, so to 
speak. Moving the location from the Fen- 
way to the waterfront could also save an- 
other $100 million, according to one City 
Hall observer. 

“I think $40 million of the costs are 
specific to putting the ballpark 35 feet 
below ground,” he says, referring to the 
Sox’ need to keep the new park from 
overshadowing the largely residential Fen- 
way neighborhood. “If you are adjacent to 
the World Trade Center and the new con- 
vention center, that’s not a problem. Peo- 
ple can go up rather than go down. They 
can build it at ground level.” As for the 
rest of the savings he envisions, Mc- 
Court’s property has probably already 
been vetted for environmental problems 
related to development (Kenney describes 
the six-acre parcel slated for the hotel as 
“nice, clean property”), and construction 
costs would be lower on the waterfront 
than in the Fenway: the neighborhood is 
less dense, and there is space to store con- 
struction materials and equipment. “It’s a 
much easier part of the world to do con- 
struction,” says the City Hall observer. 
“You have construction all around you.” 
These reductions, on top of the land sav- 
ings, could cut the current $652 million 
proposal back to about $412 million.

Taxpayers would also benefit. In addition 
to saving the $140 million Menino has 
promised the team in site-acquisition funds 
(the actual costs may be as high as $450 mil- 
lion — see “Fenway Neighborhood May Be 
Too Expensive for the Sox,” News and Fea- 
tures, May 26), the city would also save 
about $72 million on the parking garage 
Menino agreed to build. 

Surely the state would also save millions of 
dollars. Legislation passed in July and signed 
by Governor Paul Cellucci promises 
$100 million in public funds to finance infras- 
tructure costs related to a new ballpark for the 
Red Sox. But that legislation, which mentions 
Yawkey Way and Kilmarnock Street, is site- 
specific and wouldn’t apply to a location other 
than the Fenway. Total public money saved 
under this scenario? At least $312 million. 

But Kenney says McCourt has no plans to 
purchase the Sox or strike a land-swap deal: 
“He has absolutely no plans to step into the 
baseball fray at all. Obviously there’s fevered 
speculation. We’re leaving that alone. We’re 
focusing on our project right now — that’s a 
real, tangible process.” 


F MENINO has his way, the Sox will stay 

in the Fenway and 300-foot office towers 
will go up along the waterfront. At a press 
conference held the day of Harrington’s 
surprise announcement, Menino said he 
didn’t understand why anyone would raise 
the possibility of building a new park for 
the Sox elsewhere in the city — much less 
outside city limits. “It’s the same location,” 
he said. “The site’s the site right now. .. .

sent New England Patriots owner Robert 
Kraft packing five years ago when he pro- 
posed building a new football stadium on the 
waterfront. It’s always been assumed that the 
community would react the same way to any 
other sports-stadium proposal. 

There’s a big difference, though between 
the effects a football stadium and a baseball 
park would have on a community. For one 
thing, baseball games aren’t day-long events 
that attract lots of tailgating parties. Baseball 
parks, which host about 80 games per year, 
also have bigger economic effects than foot- 
ball stadiums, which host only about eight 
games per year. A baseball park could pro- 
vide jobs to members of the community. As 
one City Hall observer puts it: “A lot of kids 
who live in South Boston could pay their tu-

The thing I have an issue with is that we’ve 
shown you the other sites.” 

Actually, he hasn’t shown us the other sites. 
The Boston Redevelopment Authority (BRA) 
conducted a study of 21 potential sites for the 
park within Boston’s city limits. The BRA has 
not made that study public, but one City Hall 
insider who viewed the results told the 
Phoenix that of the original 21 sites, only six 
are still available: two at Crosstown, one at 
Suffolk Downs, and three in South Boston, 
including the waterfront. The waterfront easi- 
ly surpassed every other location on several 
important criteria for building a new park: it 
was accessible to public transportation and 
major highways, and construction disruption 
to existing homes and businesses would have 
been minimized. But the site was rejected, she 
said, because of the possibility of fog coming 
in over the park from the harbor. 

Despite Menino’s wishes to keep the team 
in the Fenway, right now it doesn’t look as if 
the Boston City Council will approve financ- 
ing of city bonds to pay for the $112 million 
Menino has promised the team. “I think the 
bill that came out of the State House that 
needed the local [approval] of the city council 
is probably dead,” says at-large councilor 
Stephen Murphy. Councilor Mike Ross, 
whose district includes the Fenway, is more 
blunt. “The likelihood of the council approv- 
ing financing for a new park is the same like- 
lihood as me climbing Mount Everest before 
the Sox are sold,” he says. It takes a two- 
thirds majority of the 13-member council to 
approve bond financing, and seven coun- 
cilors have publicly stated their opposition to 
the deal. And Menino has said that he won’t 
even put the financing deal before the council 
until a new owner is named. 

That leaves the Sox without the money to 
build their new ballpark in the Fenway. They 
do have options, however. In addition to 
McCourt’s waterfront property, Assembly 
Square in Somerville is frequently men- 
tioned as a possibility; Somerville mayor 
Dorothy Kelly Gay says she’d welcome the 
team to her city should the Fenway deal fall 
through. Suffolk Downs has also been men- 
tioned, as has property in Everett. The most 
interesting of these prospects, however, is 
the waterfront — because it would keep the 
Sox in the city, and because McCourt al- 
ready owns the land needed to build a park. 


UT THERE could be an even bigger ob- 

stacle to building on the waterfront than 
McCourt’s apparent lack of interest: com- 
munity opposition. South Boston activists 


ition by working [at a new ballpark].” 
There’s no question that a baseball park 
transforms a community more profoundly 
than a football stadium does. But LEPAC’s 
Mahoney says that given the choice between 
a baseball park and 300-foot office towers, 
he’d take the park. 

Building a ballpark on the waterfront has 
been a “topic” at some of LEPAC’s meetings, 
according to Mahoney. (LEPAC has a mem- 
bership of about 125 people from around 
South Boston, Mahoney says, although the 
Lower End is the South Boston neighborhood 
closest to the waterfront.) “There’s some type 
of illusion that the community is dead set 
against [a baseball park on the waterfront],” 
he says. “The community may very well be. 
But the community hasn’t been asked.” 

So will Menino ever ask the people of 
South Boston whether they’d welcome a 
baseball park? Such a question would re- 
quire a radical shift in thinking about the wa- 
terfront. As one City Hall insider says, it 
would require “vision” from the mayor. It’s 
been said, remember, that Harrington want- 
ed to build his new park on the waterfront 
from the start — but was directed back to 
the Fenway by Menino. That plan is now 
crumbling. Does Menino have what it takes 
to push a new plan into place? Can he set 
aside his grudge against Boston City Council 
president Jimmy Kelly and rework the water- 
front plan to include a ballpark and shorten 
those 300-foot buildings? Can he set aside 
his grudge against McCourt to do the same? 
Or will he stubbornly insist on keeping the 
Sox in the Fenway, to the point that a new 
owner packs up the team and leaves? 

Mayor James Michael Curley is remem- 
bered for building Boston City Hospital. 
Mayor John B. Hynes initiated the “new 
Boston” by getting the Prudential Center de- 
velopment off the ground. Mayor John 
Collins brought the “new Boston” concept to 
fruition. Mayor Kevin White built Faneuil 
Hall Marketplace, which became a national 
model for revitalizing downtown urban 
spaces. Mayor Ray Flynn will be remembered 
not only as a champion of the neighborhoods, 
but also as ambassador to the Vatican. What 
does Mayor Menino want to be remembered 
for? Revitalizing the waterfront, and creating 
a new downtown neighborhood in the pro- 
cess? Or caving in to developers’ demands 
and “Manhattanizing” the Boston skyline, 
while driving the Red Sox out of town? t]

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PATROLLING THE LOCAL GALAXY WITH THE 
SUBVERSIVE CHOPPERS’ URBAN LEGION

HE FADED GREEN house looks like an ordinary 
Somerville two-family, and on the streets outside 
the only sound is the wind stirring the few fallen 
leaves of early autumn. But down in the basement on this 
early Saturday morning, the atmosphere buzzes with ten- 
sion. Terse sentences are shouted over the loud whine of 
a bench grinder: 
“Where’s Vice-Admiral Vomit?” 
“Pass me the star map for the Allston system.” 
“Don’t forget the doughnut molecules!” 
This basement shop doubles as the headquarters for the 
local bicycle gang SCUL, or Subversive Choppers’ Urban 
Legion. What with the wall of tools and the bins over-

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flowing with parts, the place looks like the hide-out for a 
ring of bike thieves. At one of the work stands, a man 
known as WalTor hammers away at the corroded seat 
post of a Schwinn from the 1940s. In the center of the 
room stands Fleet Admiral Skunk, SCULs ringleader, a 
crew-cut man adorned with flame tattoos. He adjusts his 
utility belt with his free hand as he tests a walkie-talkie 
with the other. 

When all the hammering and testing is complete, the 
assembled SCUL riders climb through the tornado doors 
and into the back yard. As we prepare for departure, 
someone hums the first few bars of Wagner’s “Ride of 
the Valkyries.” The hour has come. We ride. 





F A SCUL ride looks weird, that’s because it is. What else 

can you say about people who call themselves Mucus, 
Gropo, Flasher, and Money Shot? And that’s just the humans. 
Some of the bikes are so tall that riders can peer into passing 
buses. Othiers have been customized with car horns, stereos, 
and battering rams. One experimental prototype is powered by 
a chain-saw motor. The bike known as Toy is exactly that: a 
kid’s bike with super-long handlebars and no training wheels. 
A few models qualify as genuine bike art, on a level with classic 
Italian road racers and the gold-plated low-rider bicycles of 
East LA. USB Mjollnir, built by Skunk with scrap titanium 
from his job at Watertown’s Seven Cycles, won the Best Cus- 
tom prize at last year’s Larz Anderson bike meet. 

The only thing these wild rides have in common is that 
they’re all choppers — bikes whose forks have been extended, 
jacking up the front end (think of Peter Fonda’s motorcycle in 
Easy Rider). But unlike hot-rodding a car’s engine, which aims 
to maximize performance, chopping a bike totally undermines 
its handling. Call it de-engineering: the longer the fork, the 
less the rider can control the front end. Trying to handle the 
more extreme choppers recalls the anguished flailing most kids 
suffer when they get on a bike for the first time. 

Why does SCUL rely exclusively on bikes that are, as its 
members like to joke, unsafe at any speed? For two reasons 
Ralph Nader would never understand: danger is sexy, and form 
can trump function. A super-tall bike might not be as much of a 
suicide machine as a motorcycle, but it’s way badder than that 
10-speed you ride around town. (Plus, it’s illegal: any extension 
of a bicycle fork is prohibited under Massachusetts law.) 

As for form, most SCUL bikes look downright post-apoca- 
lyptic. This mutant-scavenger aesthetic is part choice and part 
necessity, since the majority of the group’s crafts are assem- 
bled using stray parts and orphan bikes found in dumpsters or 
at yard sales. According to WalTor, this form of recycling en- 
sures good karma: “We believe that these bikes have soul, and 
we're doing an odd metaphysical service to the bicycling world 
by keeping them going.” 


CUL HAS been performing this odd metaphysical service 

since 1995, when the group spun off from another weird- 
bike gang called Flying Donut, which consisted of Skunk and 
a couple of friends. The group has grown through word of 
mouth: today it has 78 active members, nearly half of whom 
are women. 

As it’s grown, SCUL has developed an elaborate system of 
lore and language. What began by classifying bikes the way the 
Navy does ships has gradually evolved into a jargon of more 
than 100 code words: a hill is a “G-well,” a doughnut is a 
“grenade,” and inner tubes are “oxygen tanks.” Broken bike 
parts are venerated as “sacred artifacts” with names like the 
Scepter of Force and the Twisted Ring of Pain. What’s more, 
the Boston area has been remapped into a series of star systems, 
asteroid belts, and constellations. So it makes sense that mem- 
bers call their bikes “ships” — what else would you ride in outer 
space? Asked to explain SCUL’s objective, Fleet Admiral Skunk 
says: “You could say we’re trying to be bicycle superheroes.” 

Each week, up to three dozen members get together for a 
ride, or “mission,” somewhere around Boston. Members receive 
points based on the difficulty of the trip and the handling char- 
acteristics of their chopper, and for any injuries, crashes, or acts

of valor that occur during a ride. These points determine a 
r -mber’s rank in the SCUL hierarchy, which ranges from lowly 
“recruits” and “aviators” all the way to admirals. (All points, 
however, are erased at the beginning of each year.) Past rides 
have explored Castle Island (where riders ended up naked) and 
the Ted Williams Tunnel. Each year riders compete in a series 
of events — the SCULimpics —. that test bike-handling ability. 
And every October, SCUL hosts an extra-zany Halloween ride. 
But going on a SCUL ride can make any day seem like 
Halloween. You could say the whole spectacle looks like a 
cross between The Wild Ones and Mad Max. Today, as we 
ride to a vacant lot in Lower Allston where the SCULimpics

will take place, the reactions we get from passersby range 
from high-fives and honking horns to scratched heads and 
slack jaws to outright hostility (a passing carload of Eminem 
wanna-bes shout “Losers!”). The funniest sight is a group of 
would-be hipsters who try not to look — or, failing that, to 
pretend there’s nothing unusual about what they’re seeing. 
For SCUL riders, just getting around can turn into a social- 
psychology experiment. 


UT THE stares and shouts don’t keep the riders from 

getting their game on for the SCULimpics, where winners 
earn SCUL points . . . and bragging rights. The games open 
with the skid competition, where the object is to slide your

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bike as far as possible over sandy pavement. Before long the 
games claim their first victim: Sprout, a slight, freckled young 
woman, loses control of her chopper and takes a painful skid 
of her own across the asphalt. Before she can even yell 
“Medic!”, a crew of riders is dressing her wounds. While 
Sprout limps back toward her bike, Skunk takes the gold with 
an impressive skid of 90 feet, four inches. 

Next, contestants race to complete a short lap while eating 
a chocolate doughnut, a feat that is harder than it sounds. If 
you've ever seen a dog fed peanut butter, then you have a 
good idea how hapless the riders look as they desperately try 
to swallow without any spit. Factor in a crowd packed with 
hecklers, and you have an event every bit as Olympic as, say, 
synchronized diving. 

The third event requires riders to negotiate a slalom 
course aboard the Caddy Yack, a bike whose wheels were 
built up around off-center hubs. It’s about as smooth-riding 
as a mechanical bull, and many a contestant looks seasick. 
And the fourth contest, a ramp jump, does even more dam- 
age — it ends prematurely after a series of wrecks sends 
one would-be Knievel to the hospital. Following the 
Ghostride and the Bike Toss, which replaces the discus with 
a 40-pound Huffy, the SCUL riders return to the Somerville 
base to regroup. 

After a quick carbo-load, everyone heads off to an empty 
mall parking lot for the evening games. First off is Kickin’ 
Claus, in which contestants ride full-tilt towards a life-size 
Santa and try to punt him as far as they can. It’s a good thing 
no one else is around — children could well be traumatized to 
see nice-looking people cackling like pirates as Father Christ- 
mas takes repeated boots to the head. 

After a two-on-a-bike race and a wheelie competition that 
leaves more than one rider ass-up in a whimpering heap of 
flesh and steel (choppers, it turns out, wheelie a little too 
easily), the evening wraps up with the most eagerly awaited 
event of all: Dogfight Derby, a freewheeling scrum that’s 
somewhere between tag and chicken. Each rider wears a 
length of ribbon; you’re out if your ribbon is torn or if your 
foot touches the ground. Other than that, there are no rules. 

Twenty minutes later, only one rider remains. It’s Sprout, 
making an impressive comeback from her wreck that after- 
noon. She beams as she receives her gold medal — a sprocket 
dangling from a length of old inner tube. She couldn’t look 
happier if she’d kicked Santa off a bridge. i

Rock Out 


Roe Crosby played for what band?” asks the host, waiting for a 
contestant to flick the switch that will light up one of the pink 
sparkly podiums. 

Contestant number two jumps. “Uhhhhh, Alice Cooper?” 

“Come onnnnnnn”’ two guys in the audience groan. The other two 
contestants also flunk before the host chimes in with the correct 
answer: “It’s . . . Ratt!” Although his words approximate the canned 
enthusiasm of Burbank, the host of this game show—who's wearing 
black leather and long feathered hair — is Boston's answer to Bob 
Barker. And his arcane hard-rock question is only one of many 
delivered during the first night of a homegrown weekly rock-and-roll 
game show called Rock Out, which is squatting at the downtown bar 
Emily’s on Wednesday nights. 

“We just want to bring rock back,” says Supachik, a local rock 
singer who's one of the game's creators. “One by one, the rock clubs 
keep dropping like flies” adds Sha-Sam, of the Boston band Crash 
Alchemist, the evening’s host and Supachik’s self-proclaimed “male 
clone.” “There’re only a handful of clubs now where you can go to 
hear local bands, and sometimes it’s just a room.” So Rock Out, 
though primarily a game show, spotlights live performances by local 
bands in between rounds to fill what Sha-Sam and Supachik deem 
an unfortunate void. The two say they’ve spent $1000 out of pocket 
for supplies, prizés, and promotional materials: “This is for the 
Boston scene,” they explain, nodding at each other. They hope the 








evening’s game-show portion will ultimately attract an audience that 
wouldn't be as willing to fork over $5 to see some local band they'd 
never heard of. “We think this is going to snowball,” Supachik grins, 
looking around Emily's, which is about a quarter full by 10 p.m. 

Contestants are solicited from the audience — or, in the case of 
one not-so-eager woman, dragged on stage. In between each of the 
game’s three rounds, the set is pushed aside for a quickie rock 
show. (Bands currently lined up to play include Steelhead, Chin 
Strap, Syphlloids, the Nines, and El Camino.) Although there are 
only about 25 people in attendance at the game’s peak, it’s a hardy, 
vocal crew. Slouched on the room’s fancy love seats and leaning 
against the bar’s brick wall, attendees are dressed — as the invite 
asked — “to kill,” in old-school rock-star style. There’s lots of high hair 
and even more leather jackets with buckles. 

All that in quite the unlikely location. Emily’s is known as a 
stomping ground for the after-work martini crowd in suits rather than 
a showcase for 40-ounce beers and animal prints. But general 
manager Florence Hamer was eager to offer up the bar for free in 
exchange for new blood. “This is a much better crowd,” she points 
out. “They have more energy.” 

As the sidekick, Supachik — the spelling is meant to approximate 
her local accent — has put her own twist on Vanna White, with a 
fringe-bra top, tight zebra-print spandex pants, zebra wrist cuffs, and 
heavy black eye make-up. She’s spinning an upright glittery wheel 
marked with categories like Scramble, Local Rock, Heavy Metal, 
Name That Tune, Video Clip, and Wild Card. The questions range 
from asking contestants to lip-synch the Go-Gos’ “Our Lips Are 
Sealed” to having them identify album covers like Foreigner’s Head 
Games. Throughout it all, the unforgiving audience yells answers 
and insults, laughs and jeers in equal measure. 

A rock-trivia game show with music sets interrupting the flow may 
not erupt like Who Wants To Be a Millionaire, but the hosts still hope 
to see themselves on the small screen. In fact, Sha-Sam has already 
applied for a late-night slot on local cable access. Still, whether Rock 
Out finds a late-night cable following or simply provides a few hours 
of entertainment for music-trivia enthusiasts doesn’t really matter to 
Sha-Sam and Supachik. “The bottom line?” Sha-Sam muses. “We 
just want to rock”

ae is about to lose one of its most 
impressive pieces of public sculpture: the 
189-foot crane that’s anchored outside Har- 
vard’s Widener Library, just inside the Yard 
on its southern perimeter near Mass Ave. 


The crane was erected in the beginning of 


July of last year to work on the $41 million 
Widener renovation project. The chief pur- 
pose of that project was to install a new, 
archive-quality climate-control system to re- 


place the antiquated ventilation system that 
hadn’t had a major overhaul since the com- 
pletion of the library, in 1913. Why such a 
big crane to install what amounts to fancy 
air-conditioning? Widener is basically a 
quadrangle, bisected by a “spine” with a 
central rotunda that creates two central 
courtyards. The new equipment would be 
housed in structures within those court- 
yards, and those structures themselves 
would be “house”-sized. That would require

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Continued from the cover 
extensive excavation within the 
courtyards. While they were at it, the 
Harvard planners decided to top the 
new ventilation structures with atri- 
um reading rooms. Since those cen- 
tral courtyards are completely en- 
closed by the library, the only way to 
transport materials to the job — in- 
cluding small bobcats, front-shovel 
excavators, and wet concrete — was, 
as Harvard project manager Jeff 
Cushman told me, “up, over, and 
down.” 

The crane was built by the Lieb- 
herr company of Germany (whose 
logo you can see on the side of the 
operator’s cab, some 180 feet above 
Harvard Square). It came by ship 
through Dallas and was leased to 
Boston’s Lee Fitzgerald Co. contrac- 
tors through Morrow Equipment in 
Salem, Oregon. The crane arrived in 
Boston in pieces on seven trucks, 
and among the complications of 
building it, says Cushman, was get- 
ting permission from the MBTA: 130 
tons of equipment was being brought 
into the Square and was going to sit 
directly over one of its tunnels. A 75- 
ton concrete foundation was poured 
inside the Yard, and the crane was 
built in about five days — which 
Harvard anticipates is approximately 
the amount of time it will take to dis- 
mantle the structure, beginning Oc- 
tober 28. 

Why do I call the crane one of the 
finest pieces of sculpture in Cam- 
bridge, if not the Boston area? What 
distinguishes it from all the other 
masses of “site-specific” construc- 
tion equipment and many similar 
cranes littering the Big Dig? It’s 
cool, but is it Art? And if so, would- 
n’t any large hole being dug at a con- 
struction site also qualify? After all, 
isn’t that one of the reasons people 
like to observe construction sites — 
to check out those massive, awe-in- 
spiring excavations, the arbitrary, 
manmade definitions of space? 

My criteria, I’ll admit, are largely 
subjective, and yet the crane qualifies 
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SO, IS IT ART? Well, as a sculptural presence the crane transforms 


the space over Harvard Square. 


on several levels. When I first noticed 
it, I had no expectations about it and 
no special reaction. If anything, I ac- 
knowledged it unconsciously — an- 
other piece of construction equip- 
ment, so what? At least it wasn’t lev- 
eling the Tasty or evicting Briggs & 
Briggs. Denizens of the Square take 
their respite where and when they 
can. 

But one day, walking into the 
Square from the .west, along Mass 
Ave, I looked up and had a complete- 
ly different reaction. I can’t remem- 
ber the particulars now, so often 
have I observed the crane over the 
last year on my weekly weekend 
walks. Maybe its long boom, as its 
230-foot horizontal lifting beam is 
called, was extended at an odd angle, 
crossing Mass Ave on a bias and ex- 
tending over the roofs of the Hong 
Kong restaurant and the former 
Baskin-Robbins, giving my own 
body a weird sense of displacement 
and even buoyancy as I crossed the 
odd curve of Bow Street and looked 
up. Or maybe the boom was point- 
ing in an easterly direction, toward 
Quincy Street, but again at an angle 
away from Mass Ave. Whatever it 
was, | knew that I was experiencing 
something oddly pleasant and essen- 
tially sculptural. 

Whatever our sense of sculpture, 
it is primarily a physical experience. 
We take in with the eyes, but also 
with our whole bodies, sharing 
three-dimensional space with a 
sculptural presence. The basic illu- 
sion of painting is the transformation 
of two dimensions (flat paper or can- 
vas) into three (a human figure, with 
mass, occupying a specific space). 
With sculpture, we marvel at how 
artists can create an illusion by simi- 
larly working against their materials: 


* a several-ton slab of marble — ob- 


durate, inflexible — ‘gets trans- 
formed into a delicate pieta of 
draped garments and wounded flesh. 
But there is also the matter of scale 
and placement that in sculpture takes

Lowering the boom 


Saying goodbye to Harvard's Widener crane 


lo’s inhuman (or superhuman) tow- 
ering David in its domed gallery of 
the Academy in Florence, the “in- 
the-round? dynamism of Myron’s 
Discus:Thrower, or, on a more “ab- 
stract” level, the polished black gran- 
ite of Maya Lin’s Vietnam Memorial 
(a cut in the earth with a polished 
edge, as she has described it), heavy 
marble meant to create the illusion of 
“pure surface,” weightless, in the 
service of a contemplative space. 
Perhaps the closest comparison I 
can come up with for the sculptural 
experience of the Widener crane is 
Richard Serra’s notorious forged 
steel slabs, the most controversial of 
which, Tilted Arc, was eventually re- 
moved from a public space in New 
York City. Coming upon an exhibi- 
tion of Serra’s work in the Museum 
of Modern Art, yes, | was impressed 
(almost literally) with the aggressive- 
ness of it: some rusted steel plates 
were set against the ceiling of the 
gallery, their full massive weight em- 
bodied unambiguously in their 


placement and appearance. What I - 


saw was either illusion or parlor 
trick: what kept those slabs from 
falling from the ceiling and flattening 
me? Other pieces were vertically 
placed curved slabs that towered 
over me and which gallery viewers 
were meant to negotiate like a maze. 
There was again a sensation of 
claustrophobia, but also another of 
art’s illusions: it was difficult to see 
how the pieces were balanced, what 
kept them upright on their narrow 
edges. This was several-ton steel, 
curved and held upright as easily as 
folded paper. And standing before 
one of Serra’s slabs, I felt as if my 
own center of gravity had been dis- 
placed. The work wasn’t just about 
how it “looked”; it was about the 
viewer’s bodily relation to it. 

The Widener crane works in a 
similar fashion. As a sculptural pres- 
ence, it transforms the space over 
Harvard Square. For one thing, 
there’s the simple scale of the piece. 
At 189 feet, it challenges everything 
around it. Only Memorial Hall on 
Quincy Street, the spire of Memorial 
Church on the Yard’s northern side, 
and the high-rise of the William 
James psychology building on Kirk- 
land Street challenge it. Certainly on 
Mass Ave itself, it dwarfs the three-

story freshman dorms along the edge 
of the Yard, and the nearby business- 
es. I’ve tried to. see the crane from 
several vantages, but I’m still con- 
vinced that the best view is that walk 
along Mass Ave from the east. From 
the top of the Mount Auburn ceme- 
tery tower, you can see Memorial 
Hall and Memorial Church clearly, 
but the spindly yellow lattice of the 
crane melts into the horizon (espe- 
cially amid October foliage). From 
many places around Harvard 
Square, it’s not visible at all. But 
walk along Mass Ave west from Cen- 
tral Square and it will suddenly loom 
— completely out of scale with Lam- 
ont Library, at the corner of Mass 
Ave and Quincy, and those little 
dorms — as if out of nowhere. 
That’s part of its power. 

But it’s not merely the tower’s 
height and placement of the crane 
that works on us — that 230-foot 
yellow boom has got to be the 
longest horizontal straight line we'll 
ever see floating so close to us above 
Harvard Square (Don Cook, me- 
chanical coordinator on the Harvard 
job, told me the boom is longer than 
any now at work on the Big Dig). 
And here too is part of the magic the 
crane creates. Viewing the boom 
from Mass Ave in the Square, you 
can hardly take it all in at once. That 
is, on a given day, with the boom 
pointed south toward the Charles 
River, you have to view it in parts. If 
you're looking at the far end of the 
boom, you can’t simultaneously take 
in the juncture where it intersects 
with the vertical mast that anchors it 
to earth. For a moment, it’s floating 
free. 

We'll never see a jumbo jetliner 
flying that close to us over the 
Square — at least, not if we’re lucky. 
And if it did, it wouldn’t exactly 
“float.” I suppose someone could 
create an similar “sculptural” effect 
with a low-flying blimp, but that too 
would be a hazard. On weekends, 
the time when I usually see the 
crane, its “brake” is off, and it’s al- 
lowed to shift with the wind, becom- 
ing the world’s largest weathervane. 
So there’s a randomness to its place- 
ment that I also enjoy — which way 
will it be pointing today? The Big 
Dig offers its own delights, but for 
the most part we see those from a 
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: nent and materials with its massive bulk, the 
Widener crane has been as light and airborne as a ship under sail. 


fast-moving car, unless we’re one of 
the many who view it from a distance 
in surrounding office buildings or 
the unfortunate few who find equip- 
ment parked virtually in their back 
yard; and it’s all part of the general 
surround. The Harvard crane towers 
over “quaint” Harvard Square, its 
loft and mass pressed on an intimate 
commercial setting without intrud- 

ing. Despite its size, it’s become a 

friendly presence in the village-like 

atmosphere of the Square. Which 

again reminds me of the effects that I 

feel from art — two modes of being 

forced into harmony, scales that are 

both epic industrial and quotidian 

domestic, yoked to the same public 

space. 

Because I was writing about the 
crane, I got to play hooky from work 
a week ago Friday at midday and go 
into the Square while the crane was 
at work. The sky was blue and there 
was a light westerly breeze fluttering 
the several flags that have come to 
adorn it — the green-white-and- 
gold flag of the Republic of Ireland at 
its midpoint, the black MIA flag and 
the red-and-orange US Marine 
Corps flag flying from the rear “jib” 
portion of the boom behind the op- 
erator’s cab, the US Stars and 
Stripes flying at the highest point of 
the mast. The crane spun slowly, 
quietly on its axis (it’s powered by a 
virtually silent electric engine), lifted 
some scaffolding from within the 
courtyard, spun clockwise over 
Widener’s 95-foot wall, and lowered 
the pieces into a waiting truck just 
inside the Mass Ave gate. It had as- 
sembled the Widener project; now it 
was taking the scaffolding down, its 
work almost completed. I called a 
friend at one of the Harvard offices 
from a pay phone to tell her about 
the crane and ask her for leads. She 
didn’t know it was coming down. 
“Oh, no! I’m going to miss it .. . I 
can see it from my window now — 
it’s looking spectacular today.” The 
boom had shifted again, ready to 
pick up more “work” from inside the 
Widener courtyard. It came around 
again and was pointing almost due 
south toward the river, extending 
over the roofs of the Adidas shop and 
Stone Street clothiers. “Oh wow,” 
said someone on the sidewalk. 
“Beautiful,” said someone else.

GOYA IN BORDEAUX 


There’s something about the movie screen that doesn’t 
like painters. Adding to the ranks of fulsome bio-pics of 
great masters is Carlos Saura’s Goya in Bordeaux, a 
turgid and pretentious farrago that makes the prospect 
of watching paint dry seem downright appealing. Fran- 
cisco Rabal plays the ursine, octogenarian painter, 
who's in exile from Spain in Bordeaux with fellow liber- 
als and drifting in and out of the past with his young 
daughter Rosalita (Dafne Fernandez). He broods about 
his ambitions as Spain’s court artist, his crushed 
dreams of bringing French democratic principles to his 
homeland; and he returns obsessively to the love of his 
life, the Duchess of Alba (Maribel Verdu). Saura em- 
ploys transparently artificial sets and tableaux vivants of 
Goya's masterworks in an attempt to re-create the dying 
man’s stream of consciousness; it goes over like the last 
segment of 2007 as done for dinner theater. Cinematog- 
rapher Vittorio Storaro’s visual genius is not to be de- 
nied, however; his rendition of Goya’s Disesters of War 
will have you ——s out the originals.

THE INSOUND VIDEO FESTIVAL 


“t know God. That’s. my hobby.” The cocksure words of 
one of New York City’s self-proclaimed minister-lawyers 
are a definite highlight of “The Gods of Times Square,” 
one of six short films included in the Insound Video Fes- 
tival, which is coming to the Coolidge Corner’s new 
video room. 

“The Best of Jeff Krulik” plays on each of the festival’s 

. seven nights, and it includes underground hits like 
“Heavy Metal Parking Lot,” which was shot on location 
in the parking lot of a Judas Priest concert in 1986. The 
fans, pre-show, drink beer, take off their shirts, tease 
their hair, and defend Priest as the kings of metal. Kru- 
lik’s montage also includes an embarrassingly funny 
stint with former pro wrestler “Classy” Fred Blassie and 
his entourage of strippers in DC. 

Chris Wilcha’s “The Target Shoots First” is the most 
structured of the films, and perhaps the most rewarding 
to watch. Wilcha documents his job at the Columbia 
House Record Club, where he and some other post-col- 
lege upstarts attempt to change the way the company 
advertises its music to the youth market. His experi- 
ence, from his college graduation to his Columbia 
House exit interview, is detailed with intelligence and 
perspective. 

More divine vocations, though, prevail in the afore-- 
mentioned “The Gods of Times Square,” a rambling but 
entertaining mosaic that twists the tired let’s-go-shoot-a- 
bunch-of-weirdos-in-Times-Square motif. In addition toa 
number of sandwich-board wearers and pamphiet 
passers, director Richard Sandler comes upon a nor- 
mal-looking man in his early 30s who claims that he 
sometimes shares a body with Jesus. The man reveals 
that Jesus is going to marry Madonna and release a 
grunge-inspired album that will go triple platinum, He 
will then, of course, turn to politics. At the Coolidge Cor-

TWO FAMILY HOUSE 


Buddy Visalo (Michael Rispoli) is in need of some direc- 
tion. Married, yet alone, childless yet “pregnant with fail- 
ure,” he aspires to convert his two-family house into a 
bar. His simple-minded search has him knocking on a 
lot of doors, and it’s sweet-faced Mary (Kelly MacDon- 
ald), his unwanted tenant, who answers. Scorned by so- 
ciety for her unacceptable taste in men, she will lead 
him into temptation and then into salvation, teaching 
him how to stand up against the status quo (in this case 
his wife and friends) and how to risk ridicule without 
playing the chimp. 

“Monkey” is one of the milder epithets hurled in this 
flick, which, to remain true to its 1950s Staten Island 
setting, often sinks into an exercise in ethnic slurs. 
Stereotypes threaten to diminish its characters: though 
the actors manage to transcend their roles as “Trash- 
Talking Wop #1” and “Drunken Mick #2,” the script 
nonetheless slips all too easily into cliché. There’s 
Buddy, the bumbling hero; there’s Mary, the martyred 
mother who seems to experience an actual immaculate 
conceptions there’s Estelle, the unhappy wife (The So- 
pranos’ Kathrine Narducci) who with her gossip circle 
devours her husband's dreams every day over lunch. 
And of course there’s the Irish sot (Kevin Conway) with 
a penchant for pissing in the street. 

Underlying the sweet-yet-typical plot line and a very 
American follow-your-dreams-to-success moral, howev- 
er, there’s another simple message: think for yourself. 

_Perhaps writer/director Raymond De Felitta would have 
done well to follow his own advice, for despite its cele- 
bration of originality, the movie itself seems to be just 
more of the same.

Championed by Martin Scorsese, who has helped 
finance a restored print by the UCLA Film Archives, 
Raoul Walsh's 1947 effort is a riveting pyschological 
Western brilliantly shot in black-and-white by the mas- 
terly cinematographer James Wong Howe and featuring 
one of the first great roles of sullen-faced Robert 
Mitchum. He’s the adopted child of rancher Judith An- 
derson, who rescued him from some horrible early- 
childhood incident that he can’t quite recall but that 
causes him headaches. 

Migraines and primal scenes, and the realm of “recov- 
ered memory” in a cowboy flick? No wonder Pursued 
has been called the first “noir” Western! Then there are 
the Freudian undertones, and the way the good inten- 
tions of Mitchum’s doomed fall guy can’t stop him from 
killing people, and the way warped Teresa Wright mar- 
ries him out of hate so she can revenge his offing her 
devious brother.

Then there’s the ad for Talons Flexible Glue, where 
a conveni’s statue of the Christ child loses its, uh, pee- 
pee. A nun glues it back. In the upright position. Or how 
‘pout the Dutch commercial for language instruction in 
which a happy family of four pile into the car, turn on the 
radio, and start swaying their heads to a song whose 
sole lyric is “I wanna fuck you in the ass.” “Engels 
Leren? (Want to learn English?),” it enquires. If | saw a 
commercial like that in the states, | think I'd choke on 
my Brains Faggots.

Plus a return to Somewhere in Time: 


Is this a familiar scenario? You enter a video store pledged to’ 
bring home a political documentary or a profound European 
masterpiece. But what you really desire is something 


down-and-funky, sexy and relaxing. Any 
teen would know what to rent. Dainty you 
have no clue. 

This just might be the time to take a gan- 
der at Employees’ Picks, 
that section of odd in- 
dulgences in practically 
every video store. “It’s 
the last resort for people 
who can’t find what they 
are looking for and don’t 
know what to get,” Mike 
Kadimiya explains, as 
we stand before his 
handpicked shelf in the 
Hollywood Express on Mass Ave between 
Harvard and Porter Squares, in Cam- 
bridge. “My taste?” he laughs. “Most peo- 
ple would say, ‘Bad.’ They’re mostly 
straightforward movies anyone can enjoy. 
My unpretentious section.” 

From his choices, I select Dirty Work 
(1998), a Norm Macdonald comedy that 
had passed me by. Never heard of it, Would 
Mike’s pick prove reliable? Should you give 
credence to the eccentric taste of any video- 
store employee, even at such a knowledge- 
able establishment as Hollywood Express? 

“Each movie on my shelf has a purpose,” 
Jolynn Wells says, leading me on a tour: 
“Foxfire, an excellent woman’s film. Gas 
Food Lodging, my favorite movie. Like Water 
for Chocolate, the 
best love story I’ve 
ever seen. Head, I’m 
a huge Monkee fan. 
Georgy Girl, a great 
film and in black- 
and-white. Not 
enough people watch 
black-and-white.” 

Jolynn describes 
Meet the Feebles 
(1989) as “the Mup- 
pets on crack, the 
most- frightening 
film I’ve ever seen,” 
so I try that one 
from her shelf. Also, 
I’ve never seen The 
Stuff (1985), a 
gross-out science- 
fiction. movie from 
cult filmmaker Larry 
Cohen. 

Finally, 
Nikki Tania, who ex-

Larry 
Cohen’s picture turns out to be an unusual 
sci-fi social satire in which all of America 
becomes enamored of a new FDA-ap- 
proved product, a kind of Dairy Queen goo 
run amuck. Is it Communistic or from 
outer space? Only one little boy seems to 
understand that his Beaver Cleaver family, 
indeed his whole smily-faced country, are 
becoming mass-hypnotized. 

Met the Feebles, made in New Zealand 


_ by Peter Jackson, is a gruesome, clever 


puppet feast, a Muppets NC-17 makeover. 
A rat shoots a porno film, a hen takes an 
elephant to court for a paternity suit, two 
furry animals suffer coitus interruptus: 


“Oh, shit, | was about to pop my cookies!” 

As for Nikki's recommendation, Blade — 
well, any movie with the reptile-eyed, heavy- 
breathing German actor Udo Kier can’t be 
all bad. “I was born a 
vampire,” he _ says, 
haughtily.

Janet Kenney’s What Mother 
Knows opens with the title char- 
acter (Mary Kearney) sitting on a 
porch with a cocktail and getting 
under the skin of her teenage 
daughter (Roth).

~»Ginger Lazarus’s Arrhythmia 
brings us back to earth, with a 
pillow-talk scene between a fussy 
doctor (Joe Siriani) and his long- 
suffering mistress (Kearney). The 
woman tries to talk about the 
mysteries of the heart, both as a 
source of life and as a metaphor 
for love; the doctor keeps 
squelé¢hing her efforts with clini- 
cal descriptions of the organ in 
guestion. There’s food for 
along with some 
enjoyably silly moments — such 
as when the doctor asks, “You 
want me to tell my wife about 
you? That would just make her 
suspicious.” But Siriani’s charac- 
ter-is a bit cartoonish, making you 
wonder how any woman could 
put up with him.

For most of the play, I viewed the 
characters as ordinary people 
caught in a life-changing situation.

Rapp wrote the piece as a mono- 
logue in four movements and a coda,

‘sition. But at the Hasty Pudding 
Theatre, where the play is getting its 
world premiere courtesy of the 
American Repertory Theatre, Rapp’s 
limbo is viewed through the Looking 
Glass. It takes the form of a series of 
stately, startling almost-still-lifes as 
the protagonist — in a heartbreaking 
performance by Dallas Roberts — 
grows to accommodate grief and its 
changes of weather.

The ART’s Nocturne hits powerful notes

racked hero may talk too much, but 
what has he other than words? His 
own and those of the masters, their 
very names intoned like rhythmic 
totems as the traumatized 17-year- 
old who ran over his sister flees to 
New York, takes a job in a book- 
shop, and crawls out of his numb- 
ness over the cobblestones of its 
wares. “Literature proves to be a 
great escape,” he announces, pro- 
ceeding to list two dozen authors’ 
names — from James Baldwin to 
Michael Ondaatje — as if they con- 
stituted a healing incantation. 

Stern sets Nocturne in boxes, be- 
ginning with a blood-red one in 
which the narrator describes the ac- 
cident, with his tiny sister, in party 
dress and sneakers, at the opposite 
corner of the stage. Later, there is a 
vertical square of floor on which the 
narrator sits, somehow not spilling 
out, in a claw-footed bathtub amid a 
sea of books. In a glowing rectangle 
like a picture frame at the back of 
the stage, the sister’s corpse lies in 
state: Snow White in her glass 
coffin. Years later, our “resilient nar- 
rator” — as he calls himself after 
moving to New York and seeking 
the protection of the third person — 
will return to this same cramped box 
to visit his dying father, a shattered 
man who, when last seen, shoved a 
revolver into his son’s mouth. “The 
taste of it still haunts me,” remem- 
bers the narrator. “You can suck on 
a penny and get pretty close.” 

If Nocturne has a fault, it is that it’s 
more narrative than drama — a fault 
the ART staging, with its conjuration 
of characters other than the narrator, 
its ghostly visuals, and its now jumpy, 
now hypnotic sound design, mini- 
mizes. But Rapp’s language has an 
acute, corporeal life of its own. The 
father, whether menacing or mori-

bund, is evoked primarily by texture 
and smell. “His fury has a smell. Like 
undercooked pork.” Both author and 
narrator, wielding such merciless, 
objectifying words, cut to the quick 
of human emotion, revealing it to be 
at times so unbearable that “you have 
to escape to survive.” 

At the ART, newcomer Roberts, a 
Juilliard-trained actor who has been 
with Nocturne since its initial read- 
ing, gives an almost unbearable per- 
formance full of boyish anguish and 
Dave Eggers—like Gen X—stamped 
insouciance. Even as he retreats 
into a skewed, monastic life in 
Gotham, buffeted by alcohol and 
irony, he remains the heartbroken 
boy alienated from his history until 
he turns it into “a kind of amor- 
phous passage of words.” The other 
players are, for the most part, 
evocative wallpaper, though Will 
LeBow does a searing turn as the 
dying father, shedding tight-lipped 
tears, his pajama’d chest undulating 
like a bird’s. But the real star is new 
dramatist Rapp, playing a Nocturne 
that will echo long after the last 
careful, clinical note is sounded. @

The San Francisco Mime Troupe 
BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE The San Francisco Mime 


Troupe isn’t just clowning around. “The company is work- 
ing to change the economic structure of the United States, ’ 


says a self-described anarchist Daniel 
Chumley, a long-time member of the ac- 
claimed West Coast collective that visits 
Boston this weekend for the first time in 10 
years, bringing its latest work, City for Sale, 
to Dorchester’s Strand Theatre. How is the 
venerable SFMT combatting capitalism? 
“By making people take action in their own 
lives. By showing them the issues, by show- 
ing them the alternatives, and inspiring 
them — with comedy — to defang the 
monster by laughing at it.” 

Real-estate developers and their political 
accomplices are the demons SFMT sets 
out to disarm in City for Sale, a timely mu- 
sical satire (featuring seven talking actors 
and a live band) about the effects of boom- 
time development on communities inhabit- 
ed by artists and other have-nots. Written 
by Joan Holden and her daughter Kate 


in areas in and near the Mission district, 
where she and her family live. “When I saw 
the handbill, my first reaction was YES!” Al- 
most immediately, however, she realized that 
rage against affluent homebuyers was mis- 
placed. “These people didn’t know what they 
were doing: They loved the neighborhood 
and didn’t know they were helping to destroy 
it. But the innocent blunderers with money 
became the target of all the rage that really 
should fall on City Hall and the developers.” 
In City for Sale, whose Boston engage- 
ment is being sponsored by a group of 
community organizations, the innocent 
blunderer is a Web developer who buys a 
space occupied by an auto-repair shop and 
a rock band. “She thought she was buying a 
building that was empty,” explains Holden. 
“The city’s mayor wants to be a people’s 
mayor but has forgotten how, and she’s in 
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Chumley, the play was born of rage and 
works through ridicule. “Like laughter, 
ridicule is a weapon,” says Holden. “You 
can use it on your énemies so that every- 
one can see them for exactly what they are, 
ridiculous or disgusting. By editing reality 
to point up-the paradoxes, you can get to 
the deep truth about what’s going on.” 
The rage that inspired City for Sale was 
triggered by developments similar to those 
that are radically changing communities in 
the Boston area. “San Francisco is in the 


" middle of a new Gold Rush,” says Holden. 


“It’s an interesting city right next door to a 
gold mine called Silicon Valley, which is 
creating who knows how many millionaires 
a week and generating fabulous salaries for 
a lot of young people. Because they’re cool 
and hip, these people want to be-in the 


warehouse district, which is where’ most of 


the city’s light industry is, and where all the 
artists are. So there’s this exodus, because 
rents are quadrupling and quintupling. 
Streets that last year were factory streets 
are now full of dot-com offices and phony 
live-in artist lofts with mahogany floors 
and marble-topped counters.” The Inter- 
net enterprises, explains Holden, are able 
to move in because the city’s zoning laws 
are being twisted so that posh offices can 
be classified as industrial spaces and luxu- 


‘rious lofts as “live-in artist studios” as long 


as the buyers claim to do some kind of art. 

San Franciso’s so-called Yuppie Eradica- 
tion Project, which garnered national atten- 
tion a few years back, “was actually a joke,” 
says Holden — one the SFMT had nothing 
to do with. Nevertheless, she admits that she 
initially was heartened by the project’s call for 
petty vandalism against upscale newcomers 


hock up to her ears to the developers. At 
first, she jumps.on the artists’ cause . . «but 
ultimately she finds she tan’t pay the price.” 

Like most of the plays produced by the 
SFMT, which opens all its major produc- 
tions in public parks, ‘City for Sale is 
influenced by Italian comamedia dell’arte. 
“The playing style is broad, with stock 
characters, and the dialogue is very con- 
densed, with a fast-paced comic rhythm 
like farce,” says Holden. And«what does 
she hope the play will inspire? “Fight. Peo- 
ple need to fight for their homes, fight for 
their culture, fight for their lives.” 

Founded in the late 1950s by R.G. Davis, 
the SFMT always had a political edge. In 
1970, a'few years after Holden and Chumley 
signed on, the troupe begame a collective. 
Since theft, it has won two Obie Awards and, 
in 1987, a Special Tony Award for excellence 
in Regional Pheater. Of course, the compa- 
ny’s considerable artistic reputation rests on 
its performances. Its purpose, however, is 
political. According to Daniel Chumley, 
who’s Joan’s partner and Kate’s father, the 
troupe’s principles and structure are socialist 
but its core messagé is a humanist one that 
affirms that “everyone has worth.” Like the 
playwrights, he hopes that City for Sale fuels 
activism. In the Boston area, as in San Fran- 
cisco and other cities across the country, he 
says, “the haves have pushed the have-nots 
further and further out. We hope City for Sale 
will make people say: ‘Not anymore. Not in 
our city. Our city is not forsale.’ ” &

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himself. But there was a time, so I am told, when the names 
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of the men sealed off in a room and shout- 
ing out their best lines in hopes of approval 
didn’t mean much of anything to the Ameri- 
can public. Woody Allen, Mel Brooks, Larry 
Gelbart, and Neil Simon: who were they? 
All hailed Caesar as he filled TV screens 
with his mammoth yet remarkably agile 
presence every Saturday night from 1950 to 
1957, first on Your Show of Shows and then 
on Caesar's Hour, turning sketch comedy 
into Masterpiece Theatre. 

But — and maybe you’ve heard this one 
before — Caesar’s life played more like 
tragedy. The pressures of doing a live show 
37 weeks a year for seven seasons led to al- 
cohol and pill dependency, and after the 
show went off the air, his addictions inten- 
sified. In his post-TV career, he snagged a 
couple of memorable roles, first when 
Stanley Kramer brought out a cast of 
comic legends for the 1963 film It’s a Mad 
Mad Mad Mad World and then on Broad- 
way, where he played seven characters in 
Neil Simon’s adaptation of Little Me. Yet, 
chances are, if you haven’t been turned on 
to Your Show of Shows by your parents or 
grandparents, you know Caesar only as the 
meek, kindly 
coach who tried 
his darnedest to 
help John Tra- 
volta’s would-be 
letterman in 
Grease while 
keeping an eye 
on Eve Arden. 

The real Sid 
Caesar, now 78, 
is the farthest 
thing from the 
Coach — he 
lives in Los An- 
geles, and cur- 
rently he’s pro- 
moting the re- 
lease of the 
three-DVD/ 

VHS set The Sid 
Caesar Collec-

those who grew up with Your Show of 
Shows and for first-time viewers. Will you 
be able to say the same about Saturday 
Night Live’s latest presidential-debate sketch 
a month from now? 

The sketches in The Sid Caesar Collection 
could actually be called mini-plays — the 
shortest one is around 10 minutes, the 
longest just under a half-hour. At their most 
straightforward, Caesar and his writers and 
co-stars nailed the same domestic situations 
you see today in shows like Everybody Loves 
Raymond; at their most inspired, they 
moved beyond reality, such as when Caesar 
and Nanette Fabray as husband and wife 
staged an argument that mimicked 
Beethoven’s Fifth. His most elaborate pieces 
were pathos-filled stories, like the one about 
a silent-film star who couldn’t make the 
jump to talkies because of a silly voice. Aind 
is it a stretch to say that director Rob Rein- 
er, whose dad, Carl, was Caesar’s co-star, 
drew a little inspiration for This Is Spinal 
Tap from “The Haircuts” sketches, which 
parodied a ’50s rock-and-roll band? 

Caesar is a big lug of a man who can 
contort his face in more ways than Jim

been digitally re- 
stored and are 
bookended by commentary from Sid, as 
well as by reverent reflection from his co- 
stars and writers. Having just read Caesar’s 
autobiography, Where Have I Been?, in 
which he candidly relates his drunken antics 
and the pain he brought his family before his 
determined recovery and his acceptance of a 
relaxed life performing dinner theater, I was 
expecting someone who had seriously mel- 
lowed — at best gentle and grandfatherly, at 
worst, the Brian Wilson of comedy. I did 
not expect to get into an argument about 
jazz. “Ever hear of Stan Getz? That’s a sax- 
ophone player,” he answers when I volun- 
teer Coltrane. 

He’s even less mellow on the subject of 


today’s comedy. “You have no believability 


today. I mean, you have an affair with an 
apple pie! I don’t believe that. There are 
maybe some kids who do it and then they 
saw the picture and said, ‘Hey, he’s humping 
a meringue!’ But that to me is just gross.” 
Yes, there’s more than a tad of “Things 
ain’t what they used to be” to Caesar these 
days. But he’s entitled. His sketches still 
hold up almost 50 years later — both for 


Carrey; he creates and becomes nutty, lov- 
able characters 4 la Mike Myers, and in 
suburban-husband roles he out-shmucks 
Ray Romano. He’s the anchor for every 
sketch; he also brings scenes to the brink 
of hysteria. He’s at his funniest and most 
famous in his “doubletalk” routines, in 
which he speaks a gibberish form of for- 
eign languages, throwing in just enough 
English to make the sketches understand- 
able. “My father had a restaurant, and for 
lunch time in Yonkers, people of a lot of 
different races speaking a lot of different 
languages would eat there. I used to pick 
up dishes, and I’d listen and get the song. 
Because every language has a song.” 
Maybe Caesar’s writers were doing the 
same kind of listening when they heard Cae- 
sar interpret the lines they'd written for him. 
Woody Allen wasn’t yet a filmmaker or Neil 
Simon a playwright or Mel Brooks the 
2000-year-old man when they wrote these 
sketches. After laughing through The Sid 
Caesar Collection, | doubt they would have 
risen so far without their days of trying to

Sylvia Plath and the big strip tease 
BY ADAM KIRSCH It is impossible to read The 


Unabridged Journals of Sylvia Plath without remembering 
these contemptuous, seductive lines from “Lady Lazarus”: 


The peanut-crunching crowd 
Shoves in to see 


Them unwrap me hand and foot— 
The big strip tease. 
Gentlemen, ladies, 


These are my hands 
My knees. 


Plath’s long flirtation with death was con- 
summated on February 11, 1963, when 
she gassed herself in her apartment in Lon- 
don. The degree of prurient interest and 
polemical violence she has 
excited since then makes 
it easy to forget how re- 
cent her suicide was — 
recent enough, one might 
think, that some reticence 
concerning her private di- 
aries would still be appro- 
priate. But it is already s 
clear that Plath, like Byron : 
and Oscar Wilde, has 

passed out of the history of literature and 
into the popular imagination; and in the 
making of icons, such scruples have no 
place. With the publication of Plath’s com- 
plete, unabridged journals — greatly ex- 
panded from the earlier Journals of Sylvia 
Plath, and including two previously sealed 
diaries — the last restraint on the peanut- 
crunching crowd has been lifted. 

Written in spurts from 1950 to 1962, the 
journals were clearly not meant for publi- 
cation. Their style ranges from purple de- 
scription to telegraphic notation, but they 
are consistently directed inward, these ex- 
hortations to the self, and the compass they 
describe is claustrophobic. There is virtual- 
ly nothing here about public events (except 


for a passage on the execution of the 
Rosenbergs, which will be familiar to read- 
ers of The Bell Jar); there is little detail 
about Plath’s reading, and there are few 
portraits of the people she knows. Instead, 
we get the mournful spectacle of a deeply 
troubled mind trying to whip itself over 
hurdles, internal and external. 

Plath has been cast as a feminist martyr 
or a poéte maudit, a victim of either patriar- 
chal society (and Ted Hughes in particular) 
or her own creative madness. The journals 
provide no unambiguous evidence for either 
view, especially given that the two most im-

portant crises in her life — her first suicide 
attempt, in 1953, and her estrangement 
from Hughes in 1962 and second, success- 
ful attempt, in 1963 — are mostly absent. 
(Some of the journal material for this last 
period was destroyed or “lost” by Hughes.) 
Actually, it’s the first half of the book — 
the diaries from 1951 to ’56, before she met 
Hughes — that shows Plath suffering most 
intensely from patriarchal attitudes and indi- 
vidual men. She seems to have had a power- 
ful sex drive, and that would have found 
much easier expression had she been born in 
1953 rather than 1933. But at Smith in the 
early 1950s, she was paralyzed by fears and 
expectations about how a good girl behaves:

“This is I, | thought, the American virgin, 
dressed to seduce. I know. I’m in for an 
evening of sexual pleasure. We go on dates, 
we play around, and if we’re nice girls, we 
demur at a certain point.” She is disgusted 
by the brutish aggression of her dates: “to go 
to college fraternity parties where a boy 
buries his face in your neck or tries to rape 
you if he isn’t satisfied with burying his 
fingers in the flesh of your breast.” Yet her 
lust is just as great as theirs, and it finds curi- 
ous, sublimated expression, as when she 
sunbathes on a rock and imagines that “I 
was being raped deliciously by the sun.” 

She feels herself too strong, too intelligent, 
too much for all the 
men she knows. 
Perhaps that’s why, 
as soon as she 
meets Hughes, the 
sexual anxiety in 
the diaries vanishes 
almost entirely; she 
sees him at their 
first meeting as 
“that big, dark, 
hunky boy, the only 
one there huge 
enough for me,” 
and all her descrip- 
tions of him em- 
phasize his size and 
power, as a match 
for her own. One 
can’t help feeling 
that the “I accuse 
Ted Hughes” 
school of Plath 
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1960 (an appendix includes material from 
1962). In these years Plath is continually 
wrestling with writer’s block, never satisfied 
with her poems and stories; rejections from 
magazines are a continual torment. She 
seems not to have developed the. objectivity, 
the artistic conscience, that most serious 
writers achieve. As she herself realized, she 
was often less interested in writing than in 
having written (and sold) something. 

The most interesting portion of the di- 
aries, covering the year 1959, ends on an al- 
most hopeful note. (This was one of the 
journals previously sealed in the Smith Col- 
lege collection.) In therapy with Dr. Ruth 
Beuscher, Plath seems to be getting at the 
root of her lifelong 
anxiety, depres- 
sion, and morbid 
fears; for the first 
time she writes ex- 
plicitly about her 
childhood, her fa- 
ther’s early death, 
and her mother’s 
crushing conven- 
tional expecta- 
tions. When her 
doctor tells her, “I 
give you permis- 
sion to hate your 
mother,” she feels 
like “a new 
person .. . alive & 
so-there.” She 
even contemplates 
becoming a psy- 
chologist herself.

Dan and Liz are 
in the car listening to the Secret Stars 
(from Boston, incidentally), and they 
can’t believe how great this band are. 
But then from out of nowhere they 
start nervously quizzing each other, as 
if the intensity of the song they’ve been 
listening to has made them question 
their relationship. (“Would you say 
you love me?”) And then later on the 
album Ida perform the Secret Stars 
song they were talking about, and it 
turns out they were right: it is that 
spectacular, and it’s even 
better in Ida’s hands. Ida’s 
own songs are pretty good, 
but give them a melody to 
sink their teeth into and 
they'll sing you the sun 
streaming through stained 
glass. 

There is less self-reflexive- 
ness than straightforward in- 
trospection, and plenty of 
pleasure, on Ida’s new Will 
You Find Me (Tigerstyle), 
which was intended as their 
major-label debut and _in- 
cludes new versions of some 
of their best compositions — 
“Turn Me On” and “Shrug” 
and “Maybelle” have all ap- 
peared on singles, and the 
standout “Shotgun” is from 
1994’s Tales of Brave Ida 
(Simple Machines). For the first time 
they've modestly contemporized their 
accompaniment, but the connotations 
are all analog: a close snap of snare, a 
hint of record-needle cence 
hued Wurlitzer (courtesy of Bernie 
Worrell!), the harmonies cozy as a fire- 
place. There’s a tactile accessibility to it 
that feels like home and hearth. The 
singing is gentle and graceful, full of the 
messy and mundane thoughts that 
lovers think when left to idleness. In 
“Radiator”: “I could watch you sleep 
for hours/Without noticing it’s getting 
really late.” In “Maybelle”: “What if 
you could make another life?/Would 
you still have me by your side?” Ida’s 
third songwriting and singing member, 
Karla Schickele, brightens and sours 
with crisp songs about birds and sun- 
shine and ex-lovers, like a woman pon- 
dering her reflection in the window of a 
mountain cabin. 

And if Will You Find Me brings the 
news that the group’s two principal 
members, Daniel Littleton and Eliza- 
beth Mitchell, are now a husband- 
and-wife team, I think I’ve always 
been drawn to something intensely fa- 
milial about their singing, a sense that 
remains whether they’re performing 
the Roches or Prince, as they’ve been 
known to do both live and on record. 
For instance, the version of the old 
folksong “Freight Train” that my wife 
and I sing to our nine-month-old 
daughter comes from an acoustic 
children’s album Dan and Liz record- 
ed a couple years ago. It goes like this: 

Freight train, freight train, goin’ 


so fast 

Freight train, freight train, goin’ 
SO fast 

Please don’t tell what train I'm 
on 

And they won’t know where I’ve 
gone. 


It’s a beautiful and simple song, the 
kind you can sing endlessly for as many 
verses as you can imagine places you’d 
like to go. In subsequent verses Liz and 
Dan take the freight train to visit their 
friend across town (“Goin’ to Brooklyn,

fornia, and even their pal Jojo in Africa. 
As in all their songs together, you can 
hear every breath of their singing, and 
their harmonies cling with such grace 
and precision that at times it seems you 
can hear it when they smile — a little 
sideways grin in the chorus when they 
happen to catch each other’s eye. 

But Ida’s “Freight Train” is more 
than just remarkable singing. It’s also a 
deft piece of renovation — as on their 


_ version of the Secret Stars’ “Shoo-In,”

they have an eye for fixer-uppers, and 
their restorations are often far grander 
than the original design. Because when 
“Freight Train” was composed — near- 
ly a hundred years ago by an unlikely 
hit-song writer from Chapel Hill named 
Elizabeth Cotten — it was a long way 
from Ida’s musical game of hide-and- 
seek. Instead it was a fugitive’s ballad 
that ended quickly in death — the 
freight train a not-too-subtle allusion to 
the underground railroad, albeit with 
flagging hope for a light at the end of 
the tunnel. Thus its second verse: 

When I’m dead and in my grave 

No more good times here I crave 

Place the stones at my head and 

feet 
Tell them all that I’ve gone to 
sleep 

“Freight Train” went through several 
changes over the years, but in the be- 
ginning it was a children’s song, if a 
morbid one, since Cotten, a black 
woman born in the wane of the 1800s 
(probably in January of 1893), wrote it 
at the young age of 12. It was half a 
century before anyone outside her 
household heard “Freight Train” 
and then only long after she’d given up 
secular music to appease her church. In 
Cotten’s “Freight Train,” though, there 
was no mention of God or a heavenly 
hereafter, just of a grave near the 
tracks, and of something like rest. It 
had a fugitive’s fatalism, a foreboding 
that says all escape routes lead straight 
back from whence we came. And it was 
still a song about the dreamy desire to 
disappear, to sneak quietly down the 
rails and out of sight forever. In real 
life, Cotten left home bound for Wash- 
ington, DC, where she found work in a 
department store and later as a nanny 
for, as fate would have it, the first fami- 
ly of American folksong. More than a 
decade. after she began working in the 
Seeger household, she was “discov- 
ered” picking left-handed on an up- 
side-down right-handed guitar, as she 
had in her childhood. Within a couple 
of years the ethnomusicologist and 
archivist Mike Seeger was grooming

her for the newly emerged folk-revival 
circuit and recording her for an album. 

Cotten’s distinctive fingerpicking 
style — dubbed, by her white admir- 
ers, “Cotten picking” eventually 
became influential, but her most fa- 
mous song was stolen before she was 
widely known. A young Peggy Seeger 
performed “Freight Train” on a trip to 
England in the 50s, and within a year 
it was a Top 5 UK hit, with modified 
lyrics, for the Clyde McDevitt Skiffle 
Group. But the writing credit on the 
UK version had been purloined by a 
couple of English song pluggers 
named Paul James and Fred Williams, 
and they still owned the copyright 
when an American country singer 
named Rusty Draper cut a version in 
1957. Only after a lawyer 
took up Cotten’s case was 
she assigned a meager one- 
third of the writing credit. 

Although Draper didn’t 
change Cotten’s music, he 
did rewrite the whole spirit of 
the words, and the song be- 
came, not for the last time, an 
entirely different sort of 
lament. “I don’t care what 
train I’m on/As long as it 
keeps rolling on,” Draper 
sings in an impossibly bright 
voice, so that at first he ap- 
pears to be singing a kind of 
cartoon-cowboy song a 
jingle for manifest destiny as 
he rides aboard an engine of 
blind progress and limitless 
expansion. The second verse 
turns dramatically darker, 
though Draper’s mechanically peppy 
inflection glosses over its pathos: “Got 
no future, got no home/Can’t do noth- 
ing now but roam.” So it was also, 
briefly, a song about isolation and root- 
lessness, the side effects all that rolling- 
along brings. But in its final verses, 
Draper’s song is unmasked as a run-of- 
the-mill melodrama, his existential angst 
revealed as the predictable consequence 
of a broken heart. Nothing analogous to 
a young black girl’s gothic fantasy of an 
escape from darkness through oblivion. 

Peter, Paul & Mary changed the 
lyrics again but offered to return the en- 
tire writer’s credit to Cotten. Still, their 
well-intentioned folkie leftism misled 
them almost as surely as Rusty Drap- 
er’s purely commercial intentions. They 
turned it into a sentimental ballad about 
— ahem — the goodness of their old 
Southern home. (Which Cotten’s sure- 
ly was not: she wanted away from 
home, and quickly, and on to nowhere, 
never to return, except to be posthu- 
mously planted in the boneyard.) 

Ida’s “Freight Train” takes even 
greater liberties but makes no bones 
about it. Their song is no longer about 
escape or flight or suffering or death 

which after all are not the sort of 
things with which parents serenade 
their children, or new wives their hus- 
bands — but about the convenience 
and frictionless mobility of modern 
life, and about the pleasures, after a 
long day’s travel, of coming home, 
wherever that might be. And I think I 
hear this in much of Ida’s music. 
Somewhere in the unforced, sponta- 
neous intimacy of their voices — in 
the soft clasp of consonants, in the 
suggestively coarse purr where they 
rub up against each other — I imagine 
an enviable ease and familiarity with 
life, an intuitive grasp of all the wrin- 
kles the cosmopolitan world has to 
offer, an assuredness that may be as 
simple as that one day must surely fol- 
low the next. Cotten’s “Freight Train” 
jumped the tracks from childhood to 
death; Ida’s music is planted inextrica- 
bly in the firmament inbetween. &

The Symphony Hall Centennial Gala; plus Ben Zander's Mahler

hart, and John Williams, plus 37 


other local groups. The gala itself 


was projected over a “Jumbotron” 
at the Christian Science Plaza and 
broadcast live on WGBH radio and 
TV. 


But given the rich history of 


Symphony Hall, the BSO came up 
with a questionable array of talent. 
The host for the evening was 
Dame Diana Rigg, whose major 
connection to Boston is as the host 
of Public Television’s Mystery! se- 
ries (also on WGBH) and in re- 
runs of The Avengers. She read 
(sight-read?) a scripted speech 
that began with a description of 
Symphony Hall as a place for 
“Maestros, Musicians, Music, and 
above all . . . Magic!” She com- 
mented (amplified over the PA sys- 
tem) on the “astonishing 
acoustics” and looked forward 
passionately to “the next century of 
music at Symphony Hall.” Later, 
reading a list of BSO music direc- 
tors, she referred to the great Ger- 
man conductor Karl Muck as if his 
name rhymed not with “look” but 
with “duck.” She was like a minis- 
ter delivering a eulogy at the funer- 
al of a complete stranger. Still, she 
looked smashing and she had class. 

The concert was organized in 
three sections. The first, a series of 
individual guest appearances with- 
out orchestra, began with Japanese 
kodo drummer Yoshikazu Fujimo- 
to, who wore only a loincloth, 
pounding out the complex rhythms 
with two huge sticks against the 
“great drum” mounted on a high 
stand so that he had to reach over 
his head. The program told us that 
Fujimoto is “no stranger to the city 
of Boston, having run the Boston 
Marathon five times.” He certainly 
seemed in great condition from the 
real 

Next came Yo-Yo Ma, in the 
musical high point of the evening: 
an intimate, moving, rhythmically 
and dynamically seductive perfor- 
mance of two movements from 
Bach’s Third Suite for Unaccom- 
panied Cello, the inward-spiraling 
Sarabande and the jubilant Gigue, 
coiled-spring tension releasing it- 
self with dancing: bravura. It was 
actually more a duet than a solo, 
since Ma’s cello, and everything 
else for the next two hours and 45 
minutes, was accompanied by the 
clattering whir of a noisy TV cam- 
era in the second balcony that 
sounded like the clicking of an old 
movie projector or a baseball card 
flapping against bicycle spokes. 

Jazz pianist Cyrus Chestnut was 
next, with Rodgers’ & Hart’s 
“Lover,” which began and ended 
with a classical-style cadenza that 
he couldn’t play securely. The kids 
from the Boys Choir of Harlem 
then march. through the audi- 
ence and knocked everyone out 
with their accomplished rendition 
of a complicated if hardly sponta- 
neous arrangement of “Joshua 
Fought the Battle of Jericho” (with 
a wonderful boy-soprano solo). 
They turned into back-up for 
James Taylor in “That Lonesome 
Road” and “Shower the People 
You Love with Love” — a Taylor 
hit from 1976 (written by Taylor 
himself) whose appealing naiveté 
seemed simpleminded given the 
horrendous events in the Middle 
East during the past week. 

Part two featured the Boston 
Pops led by both Keith Lockhart 


and his illustrious predecessor, 
John Williams, who conducted the 
music he’d composed to celebrate 
the wedding of the Japanese crown 
prince and princess in 1993 
(Sound the Bells — it sounded like 
movie music to me) and then led 
Irish folk superstars the Chieftains 
in selections from movie sound- 
tracks composed by Williams him- 
self (Far and Away) and by the 
Chieftain’s great uilleann-piper, 
Paddy Moloney (Long Journey 
Home). The Chieftains were best 
when they were allowed to play 
without being swamped by the 
Pops’ souped-up strings. 

Lockhart’s very first Pops guest, 
in 1989, was the overbearing 
Mandy Patinkin, and Saturday he 
reprised his irritating “Singin’ in 
the Bathtub” number (“Never take 
a shower/It’s an awful pain/’Cause 
singin’ in the shower’s/Like singin’ 
in the rain”), during which he 
rubbed the head of a bald man in 
the second row. Patinkin has a 
bizarre variety of vocal qualities 
that don’t mesh. In a single song, 
he can bray like Sergio Franchi, 
quiver like Edith Piaf, and belt like 
Sammy Davis Jr. Sondheim’s 
moving “Loving You” (from Pas- 
sion) was already over the top, but 
Patinkin sang “If 1 Loved You” 
(from Carousel) as if it were 
“Mammy,” turning Rodgers & 
Hammerstein’s tenderly ironic ro- 
mantic fantasy into grotesque 
melodrama. The audience seemed 
to eat it up; | found it nauseating. 
Was this the best guest star the 
BSO could come up with for such 
a special occasion? 

The best things in the Pops set 
were the two orchestral pieces, a 
comic Spike Jones—ish arrange- 
ment of Sondheim’s “Comedy 
Tonight” and a big-band run- 
around of “Runnin’ Wild” a 
plug for Lockhart’s Pops album of 
the same name (and not the only 
piece of self-promotion at this con- 
cert). 

It was late in the evening by the 
time we got the BSO itself, and the 
classical selections seemed even 
more random. Ozawa dutifully 
brought back the Kyrie from the 
Beethoven Missa Solemnis, which 
opened this season because it was 
the piece that opened Symphony 
Hall in 1900. The four American 
singers (soprano Christine Brewer, 
mezzo Theodora Hanslowe, tenor 
Richard Clement, and baritone 
Robert Honeysucker) were less in- 
tense but more evenly matched 
than the ill-fitting international 
quartet of two weeks before. The 
Tanglewood Festival Chorus 
seemed more secure; the orchestra 
seemed a little tired. 

What to follow’a selection from 
Beethoven’s great Mass? What else 
but more movie music — the sen- 
timental violin piece, Remem- 
brances, from Schindler’s List. 
John Williams wrote it for Itzhak 
Perlman, but violinist Gil Shaham’s 
elegant understatement was a plea- 
sure — though the fake Jewishness 
of the piece isn’t wearing well. 

One of Ozawa’s hits of the past 
few years was an exciting version 
of Ravel’s La valse, a cataclysmic 
image of the death of pre-World 
War I European culture. This time 
it seemed coarser, louder, and un- 
comprehendingly cheerier than it 
did two years ago. The program 
ended with Leonard Bernstein’s 
“Make Our Garden Grow,” the 


finale to Candide, which has be- 
come a popular symphonic anthem 
of hope. Tenor Gregory Turay and 
soprano Cynthia Haymon were the 
ringing soloists, and the chorus 
was superb, but the greatest drama 
came from Everett Firth’s timpani. 
Those ineluctable, irreversible 
beats breathed determination, a re- 
fusal to submit or look back — not 
really the general tone of this unfo- 
cused, arbitrary, and only sporadi- 
cally satisfying event. 


ert. These were never intended as a 
cycle, and not every performance 
puts them in the same order (or 
even includes all five of them). 
Still, they work beautifully togeth- 
er, these songs of love, spiritual 
crisis, denial of self, and artistic 
dedication. 

The performance began with the 
exquisite “Ich atmet’ einen linden 
Duft” (“I Breathed a Delicate Fra- 
grance”), in which the orchestra, 
and especially guest oboist Peggy 


all.” Finally, the orchestra sur- 
rounded her voice like a halo, as 
she, the truest artist, turned away 
from it, to live alone “in my Heav- 
en, in my love, in my song.” 

I could go on about Struss’s 
heavenly evenness of tone, about 
her beautifully gauged climaxes, 
whether in lament or in triumph, 
and about the beauty and consider- 
ateness of the orchestra as it in- 
tently listened to her. But let me 
just say that I can’t remember the 
last time I felt an entire audience to 
be so moved — this one rose to its 
feet after this fully shared experi- 
ence. 

Zander began the concert with a 
particularly challenging work, 
Arnold Schoenberg’s Five Pieces 
for Orchestra, Opus 16 (from 
1909). The Boston Phil rose to the 
occasion, defying the terrors of 
Schoenberg’s densely textured 
atonality and bringing the short

IT TOOK CONDUCTOR Ben- 
jamin Zander, mezzo-soprano 
Jane Struss, and several extraordi- 
nary musicians in the Boston Phil- 
harmonic at Sanders Theatre the 
following afternoon to remind me 
what a profound experience mu- 
sicmaking can be. 

Struss first collaborated with 
Zander 28 years ago in a memo- 
rable performance of Mahler’s 
Kindertotenlieder (“Songs on the 
Death of Children”) — Zander’s 
first Mahler. It was a daring per- 
formance — so indrawing and 
personal it was close to the edge of 
audibility. Singer and orchestra 
seemed to breathe the same air, 
breathe together. Since then, 
there’ve been other remarkable 
collaborations, especially in 
Mahler, the composer with whom 
both have become most identified 
(though I also cherish the memory 
of Struss singing “There Is a Balm 
in Gilead” at the memorial pro- 
grain for Elizabeth Bishop, with 
Zander at the piano). 

Now they were come full circle, 
in their crowning achievement — 


an astounding performance of 


Mahler’s five songs to poems by 
his favorite poet, Friedrich Riick- 


Pearson (who also played in that 
unforgettable Kindertotenlieder 28 
years ago), caressed Struss’s 
mellifluous voice with loving ten- 
derness, as Struss caressed her 
own memories. In every song, she 
seemed to be confiding her inner- 
most feelings to her most intimate 
friends — us! At the climax of 
“Um Mitternacht” (“At Mid- 
night”), Struss seemed to allow the 
trumpets to take over her voice as 
they celebrated, in the suddenly 
major key, the singer’s giving her- 
self into God’s hands. 

The greatest of the Riickert 
songs, maybe Mahler’s most beau- 
tiful single song, is the one Struss 
and Zander saved for last: “Ich bin 
der Welt abhanden gekommen” (“I 
Have Become Lost to the World”). 
This begins with deep arpeggios on 
the harp — played with uncanny 
resonance by the marvelous 
Martha Moor, as if we were sud- 
denly looking into the earth’s core 
— and Ronald Kaye’s lamenting 
English horn. Every note here 
seemed to rise to the surface from 
the deepest thought and after great 
suffering. The world, Struss sang, 
“may well believe that I am dead 
— /Not that this concerns me at 


movements to life as character 
pieces: the haunted first movement 
(“Premonitions”), with its 
scary/comic ghosts popping eut of 
the woodwork (I thought of Emily 
Dickinson’s “One need not be a 
chamber to be haunted” and Ab- 
bott and Costello Meet Franken- 
stein); the eerie nostalgia of the 
second; the languorous chord col- 
ors of the third (“Summer Morn- 
ing by the Lake” — with its sud- 
den appearances of burping frogs, 
humming mosquitoes, and darting, 
fish); the fourth’s dramatic rever- 
sals of fortune; and, underlying, all 
five movements, the insinuations of 
Viennese waltzes. Karl Muck and 
the BSO introduced this master- 
piece to Boston back in 1914. A 
few more revivals on this level 
could make it a popular favorite. 

The program ended with 
Beethoven’s air-clearing Pastorale 
Symphony — a good idea, but 
though Zander and the orchestra 
seemed to be enjoying themselves, 
I’m not sure how thoroughly they 
were engaged. At least, it seemed 
hard for me to pay attention after the 
excitement, the emotional charge, 
and the edge-of-the-seat risk taking 
that had come before. 





In Command 


At the Drive-In move up in the world 
BY SEAN RICHARDSON It’s easy enough to overstate the role of a 


producer, especially on a high-profile rock album. But in the case of At 
the Drive-In’s breakthrough Relationship of Command (Grand Royal), 


which just might be the up-from- 
the-underground rock album of 
the year, it’s hard to ignore the 
name on the back cover: Ross 
Robinson, the new-metal overlord 
who produced the debut discs by 
Korn, Limp Bizkit, and Slipknot. 
“He heard our record at a meeting 
and said, ‘I want to do this 
band,’ ” explains guitarist Jim 
when I meet up with the decidedly 
indie-sounding quintet at Burrito 
Max in Kenmore Square. “He 
came out to see us in San Francis- 
co, but we weren’t really into it. 
We didn’t think much of his older 
stuff. But it was short-sighted of 
us, ‘cause he doesn’t just make 
metal records. We recorded one 
song with him in New York. It 
was a cool experience, so we 
ended up signing on with him. We 
just said, ‘We’re not a million-dol- 
lar band. If you want to do our 
record, you do it on our budget.’ ” 

Both parties struck gold on Rela- 
tionship of Command, which 
should up Robinson’s credibility 
factor as much as it’s already raised 


the El Paso—bred, LA-based band’s 
profile. On the-lead single, “One 
Armed Scissor,” At the Drive-In 
provide an alternately seething and 
unsettling backdrop for the strident 
pleading of frontman Cedric (these 
guys all go by their given names 
only), who also ventures into spo- 
ken word and all-out yelling. It’s 
not what you’d call commercial, 


even by the eclectic standards of 


Beastie Boy Mike D’s Grand Royal, 
which landed the group in a rare 
episode of industry good fortune. 
They had previously signed to 
G.A.S. Entertainment, an upstart 
label founded by big-time rock 
players John Silva and Gary Gersh 
that ended up merging with Grand 
Royal when its parent company 
went under. As it turns out, At the 
Drive-In, who headline Axis this 
Saturday, couldn’t be happier with 
their new Virgin-distributed home. 

“It’s somewhere we wanted to 
be anyway, but we were always 
scared to send stuff — we didn’t 
think they’d get into it,” says Jim. 
Adds Cedric, “When the merger

happened, Mike D came out and 
saw us and got really into it. I 
could always see us fitting in with 
them. You’ve got Ben Lee and 
Atari Teenage Riot — there is a 
middle ground.” 

Having friends in high places 
paid off in a way the band never 
would have imagined when none 
other than Iggy Pop ended up 
dropping by the studio to sing on 
the caustic “Rolodex Propaganda.” 
“It was pretty mindblowing,” 
Cedric recalls. “Ross is going to do 
a record with him, so Iggy kept 
calling up. One day Ross goes, ‘I’m 
working with a band right now and 
they remind me of you in the old 
days.’ We were like, ‘Dude, what 
are you talking about? Don’t tell 
him that shit!’ I mean, that’s histo- 
ry. | don’t even want to place us in 
the same category. We sent Iggy 
the stuff, and he was like, ‘Cool, 
right on.’ We didn’t think it was 
going to happen, but one day he 
just showed up. I wrote out parts 
for him really big and he did it. 
Then he hung out and told us sto-

ries about the David Bowie days.” 

Through constant touring with 
bands like the Get Up Kids and the 
Promise Ring, At the Drive-In have 
established themselves as one of the 
underground’s most exciting live 
acts. But they got their first taste of 
the mainstream when Zack de la 
Rocha heard one of their indie 
records and invited them to open a 
few dates for Rage Against the Ma- 
chine last fall. “Theregwere a lot of 
aggressive people at those shows,” 
says Cedric. “Tom [Morello, Rage 
guitarist] had to come out and an- 
nounce us every night just to cool 
everyone off. But now I see a posi- 
tive side to that. The other day we 
played a show on Long Island for a 
bunch of kids who kind of only 
watch TV. That’s their only source 
of music. We’re exposing our 
sound to them, exposing the whole 
underground scene.” 

At the Drive-In are bringing a 


diverse segment of the under- 
ground along on their current club 
tour; this Saturday at Axis, they'll 
be joined by Seattle’s Murder City 
Devils as well as European punks 
the (International) Noise Conspir- 
acy and Sunshine. When the band 
finished touring Europe last sum- 
mer, Cedric and guitarist Omar 
got to inflict even more weirdness 
on the world. “We have this three- 
piece dub group called De Facto,” 
says Cedric. “We got that together 
and jumped on tour with the Get 
Up Kids. People came out because 
they knew we were from this band, 
but it’s a completely different 
thing. They weren’t booing us, but 
they were like, ‘What the fuck?’ ” 
“It’s good, though,” adds Jim. 
“It keeps the kids on their toes."

Making room for music 


Speak of musical rooms and you will eventually end up in the room that 


begins Ralph Ellison’s novel Invisible Man. The protagonist has one 


phonograph in the “hole in the basement” where he lives, but he plans to 


have five. Although the room is over- 
glowing — it’s lit by 1369 bulbs 
charged by stolen electric-company 
power — it is sonically impover- 
ished. “There is an acoustical dead- 
ness in my hole,” he admits, “and 
when I have music I want to feel its 
vibration, not only with my eyes but 
with my whole body. I’d like to hear 
five recordings of Louis Armstrong 
playing and singing ‘What Did I Do 
To Be So Black and Blue’ — all at 
the same time.” 

Literature boasts of many such 
rooms, where space and sound come 
together to tell us volumes about 
how we live and how we inhabit the 
worlds we wake up in. They are 
rooms that remind us that our every- 
day sensory experience of ourselves 
— of our limits, our possibilities, our 
crimes — is shaped by the audio ar- 
chitecture that is imposed upon us 
or, as in the case of Ellison’s narra- 
tor, that we create for ourselves. 

In a new collection of essays ded- 
icated to this idea that’s edited by 
Brandon LaBelle and Steve Roden, 
Site of Sound: Of Architecture & the 





Ear (Errant Bodies), German sound 
artist Rolf Julius campaigns for 
rooms quite unlike Ellison’s dream 
of an Armstrong-blasted blues hole, 
rooms he dubs “rooms of stillness” 
that are simple and empty and culti- 
vate rest, quiet, and calm. His own 
installation piece “Chamber Music 
No. 1” took a small white room and 
inserted two white rectangular 
columns wired with loudspeakers. 
There was a chair in the middle 
where the listener could sit — back 
turned to the speakers, eyes turned 
to the river and the bridge out the 
window. 

I don’t have much experience with 
rooms of stillness. My rooms are 
cluttered and crowded, clogged with 


reminders of things unread (newspa- 
pers, books, magazines) and things 
unheard (CDs, cassettes, vinyl). 
Their presence makes drift and 
serenity nearly impossible — there is 
always a distraction and never a 
complete escape. 

Over the past few months I have 
tried to make the rooms in my 
house more hospitable to the sus- 
pension of manic activity by empty- 
ing them of unnecessary objects 
and keeping them ordered and 
more open. I even reorganized one 
entire room lit by two large win- 
dows so that it contained only a 
gray couch and a white rug. The 
room is now still and calm, but | 
have yet to spend any time there 
(and in the past few weeks, two 
bookshelves and a wall of records 
have managed to find their way 
back in). 

The impossible utopia of the still 
room hit composer Harold Budd in 
Florence when he peered into the 
Museo Marino Marini and found it 
empty and unlit, rooms once meant 
for the interaction of visitors and the 


display of treasured medieval objects, 


now haunted by their absence, noth- 
ing but stairs, alcoves, and windows. 
In response (and with additional in- 
spiration from a Tony Bevan paint- 
ing), he created The Room (At- 
lantic), an album of 13 different 
sound rooms, each with its own 
audio blueprint for imaginary spatial 
construction. 

But because these are studio com- 
positions for the ear and not actual 
rooms filled with sound, Budd makes 
the listener think about the architec- 
ture of sound itself, not so much 
about how sound changes a room or 
structures it (how Armstrong gives 
life to the deadness of Ellison’s invis- 
ible hole) as about how sound con- 
jures its own spaces and habitats. 
The title of each piece is meant to 
guide us — “The 
Room of Ancillary 
Dreams,” “The Room 
of Accidental Geome- 
try,” “The Room of 
Forgotten Children,” 
“The Candied Room” 
— and to some extent . 
they do, forcing us to 
take what we hear and 
interpret it in light of 
the given frame (exact- 
ly what is it about these 
piano lines that sug- 
gests abandoned 
kids?). But mostly they 
take on lives of their 
own: some are full and 
dense, others ominous 
and possessive; some 
glisten with drops of 
light, others with 
clouds of grace, others 
with solitude and 
doom. All of them feel 
warm, and all emerge 
slowly, note by note, 
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SOUND ENGINEER: Harold Budd has cre- 
ated an album of 13 different sound rooms, 
each with its own audio blueprint for imagi- 
nary spatial construction. 
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corner by corner. 

I’ve been playing The Room in the 
main room of my house, and the 
music indeed takes me somewhere 
else, to other rooms in which I am 
not sitting, rooms that don’t have 
piles of unpaid bills or tabletops cov- 
ered in scribbled notes, moldy coffee 
cups, and too many remote controls. 
But rather than actual rooms, Budd’s 
music takes you to emotional rooms 
or psychic rooms, and it allows you 
to feel, in the space of four or five 
minutes, a new way of being in a 
space you’ve never been before. 
Which is, after all, what Armstrong 
was doing for Ellison’s narrator — 
filling his room with a music that by 
changing the space also changed the 
person living in invisibility within its 
well-lit confines. &

Photek has 
taken the same bass sounds he’s always 
preferred — fat, stretched, vibrating 
tones — and instead of sequencing 
them rapid-fire, he’s let them melt into 
one another. At times, he even slides 
into disco territory. It’s oddly fey, yet he 
makes a stronger case for house as an 
album genre than any other producer 
who’s tried of late. 

“Woops, I’M IN THE WRONG 
GENRE,” SINGLES Division: Mystikal, 
“Shake Ya Ass” (Jive). With Master P 
& Co, Mystikal had always cut an im- 
posing figure, with his loosely dangling 
braids and his well-penned narratives 
and incomprehensible diction. But for 
“Shake Ya Ass” he’s cleaned up his act. 
The braids are now cornrows, and the 
vocals are pure James Brown. Over a 
perky horn-based beat by the Nep- 
tunes (one that’s, ahem, a little too 
close to the one on OI’ Dirty Bastard’s 
“Recognize”), Mystikal stabs in his 
lines with ferocity, emphasizing the 
spaces between as much as the words 
themselves: “Shake ya ass/Watch 
Yourself/Shake ya ass/Show me what 
you're working with.” Not quite the 
Godfather of conscious soul, but a 
strip-club king? For sure. 

“Wy DEsPITE THE WEATHER THE 
Brits ARE STILL COOLER THAN WE 
ARE”: Various Artists, INCredible 
Sound of Gilles Peterson (Giant 
Step/Epic). For longer than most of us 
have been on dance floors, Gilles Peter- 
son has been turning records no one’s 
ever heard into massive club and radio 
hits. Here, he collects an unthinkable 
collection of tracks and makes it work. 
The 4Hero remix of “I Am the Black 
Gold of the Sun” is one of the most op- 
timistic dance songs ever created, and 
here it blends with a bopping MJ Cole 
two-step garage track. Two tracks later, 
it’s Minnie Ripperton singing your 
blues, and then back to the Handsome 
Boy Modeling School. Most of us 
would be lucky to hear all these songs 
in a year, or longer. Peterson does it 
every night, and he’s packaged the ex- 
perience more than adequately. 

“Most UNLIKELY INSTANCE OF VI- 
SIONARY,” FASHION AND Sports Divi- 
SIONS: Tommy Guerrero, A Little Bit 
of Somethin and Nigo, Ape Sounds 
(both Mo’ Wax/Beggars Banquet). 
MoWax head James Lavelle sort of 
thinks he’s Gilles Peterson, what with 
his globehopping record-shopping trips 
and reputation for a keen eye. Indeed, 
he was among the first to appreciate the 
talents of DJ Shadow, and he helped 
influential Japanese hip-hop label Major 
Force West to get some Western expo- 
sure. But of late, Lavelle’s been some- 
thing of a hipster prig, trading in his

Of this trio, Slicker’s got the 
best friends. Richard Devine and Scott 
Herren turn in a masterly neo-electro 
track, Matmos creates what sounds 
like a noise-rock take on hip-hop, and 
Superesp flips dubby techno styles. 
Mice Parade, who also appears on the 
Slicker collection, has a quieter indie- 
rock aura to his collection — lotsa re- 
verberating guitars and raindrop 
synths. Even the Jim O’Rourke mix, 
save for its excursions into feedbacky 
din, sounds cookie-cutter in this con- 
text. Meanwhile, Pluramon (Ger- 
many’s Marcus Schmickler, a Can as- 
sociate) has assembled a far wider 
range of talent. On the mellow end, 
he’s got Sensorama, Matmos, and the 
High Llamas.

silly. But Merle Haggard at 63 is a 
sublime ruin, an old rock formation 
— crumbling, weathered, full of grot- 
tos and ghosts. 

Sure, the rest of craggy Mount 
Rushmore has its own evocative past. 
Johnny Cash once smashed the stage 
lights at the Grand Ole Opry in a pill- 
induced rage. As country’s capital- 
“R” romantic, Willie Nelson’s slept 
with more women than Wilt Cham- 
berlain. And George Jones, the honey- 
throated hillbilly Sinatra, still gets 


lickered-up and wrecks the occasional 
SUV. But Haggard is an American 
hardship myth come to life. The son 
of Okie parents who left dust-bowl 
Oklahoma for Bakersfield, California. 
Born in a boxcar. Juvenile delinquen- 
cy. A botched burglary. Solitary at 
San Quentin. Musical redemption. 
Addiction. Gin and misery. Divorces. 
A duet with Jewel. Oh, and there were 
those 40 or so #1 hits, too, starting in 
1962. He’s remained prolific ever 
since, even releasing two best-of com- 
pilations of his "90s work. 

Along the way, Haggard became 
the most supple and versatile of 
country singer-songwriters, an artist 
who rarely if ever let his personality 
overshadow the music. That’s why 
his loving tribute albums, like 1970's 
prescient Bob Wills homage The Best

volatile country legends have an obligation to age 


Damn Fiddler -in the World, rank 
among his best work. He disappears 
into an entire tradition at will. Yet 
Haggard’s admirable self-abnegation 
and classicism make him a harder sell 
to alterna-rock hipsters than Nelson, 
who recently hooked up with edgy 
producer Daniel Lanois, or Cash, 
who appears as comfortable on stage 
at the Viper Room as he is at a 
honky-tonk. 

Haggard, however, is perfectly 
suited to his new record company. 
LA’s Anti-records, an imprint of the 
punk label Epitaph, is distinguishing

itself as a left-of-the-dial boarding 
house for outlaws and expatriates 
(Tom Waits, Joe Strummer). The al- 
liance also puts a poignant reverse 
spin on the trajectory of alterna- 
country. Over the last decade and 
half, ex-post-punks like Uncle Tupelo 
and Ryan Adams have abandoned the 
empty husk of alternative rock for 
country’s bracing honesty and pop- 
ulism. That a West Coast indie label 
is now embracing Haggard — a wan- 
dering apostle of West Coast country 
— embodies a kind of circle-com- 
pleting poetic justice. 

Of course, Haggard wasn’t around 
for the DIY rock epiphanies of the 
70s and ’80s. (Then again, neither 
was Adanis, whose band Whiskey- 
town recorded a stellar version of 
Haggard’s “Silver Wings” last year 








for a tribute to country-punk 
prophets the Knitters.) But the 
screw-it-all reactionary zsthetic of 
punk was always akin to the bottle- 
smashing, equally reactionary im- 
pulses. of country. Both offer the 
promise of something dirty, unmedi- 
ated, honest, a little scary. Besides, 
Haggard can hippie-bash with the 
best of them, as his ironic 1969 hit 
“Okie from Muskogee” proved. Re- 
actionary populism has its perils: 
musical mediocrities getting by on 
“authenticity,” pointless obsessions 
with purity, and Haggard’s own 
slightly paranoid right-wing politics. 
So what? 

Indeed, the unassuming If I Could 
Only Fly easily earns a place on that 
small shelf of great albums about 
being a tired old man. Recorded with 

Haggard’s trusty backing 

band, the Strangers, it 

shows little in the way of 
glitz, just a palette of 
earth tones and lyrics as 
direct as a death sentence. 
On ’60s hits like- “Swing- 
ing Doors” and “The Bot- 
tle Let Me Down, ” Hag- 
gard’s voice was always 
an astringent pleasure, 
not a sweet one. But his 
mouth’s more puckery 
than ever before — a dry 
quality his own simple 
production and acoustic 
arrangements accentuate. 
Country and personal 
reference points abound. 
Disguised as a nostalgia 
piece, “Wishing All the 
Old Things Were New,” 
which has the elegantly 
carpentered perfection of 
a Guy Clark song, be- 
gins: “Watching while 
some old friends do a 
line/Holding back the 
‘want to’ in my own ad- 
dicted mind.” Haggard 
tips his 10-gallon hat to 
Wills on the bouncy, fid- 
dle-happy Texas swing of 
“Bareback” and does an 
uncanny Cash impression 
on the first line of “I’m 
Still Your Daddy” (“I 
knew some day/You’d 
find out about San 
Quentin”). Virtuoso 
Norm Hamlet drizzles 
delicious steel guitar all 
over the mid-tempo 
“Leavin’s Getting Hard- 
er” as Haggard weighs 
genre clichés of living on 
the road against his urge 
to stay home. Indeed, 
most of this quiet, haunt- 
ing disc is about recon- 
ciliation and resignation, 
past and present, possi- 
bilities and limitations. By the time 
you get to the masterful title track, a 
sad, Willie Nelson—style ballad, its 
bone-simple lyrics creak under the 
weight of their accumulated mean- 
ing, even as Haggard’s voice soars. 
The song won’t reward repeated lis- 
tenings: “If I Could Only Fly” will 
flatten you immediately or else it'll 
never mean anything to you. 

Haggard says that if his new disc 
stiffs, he’ll leave country music for 
good to focus on his own gospel 
label, which distributes directly to 
Wal-Mart. And as good as it is, If J 
Could Only Fly does sound like the 
end of something, not a new begin- 
ning: a round of acknowledgments, 
yee-haws, and back-porch wisdom. If 
Haggard does opt out, you can’t 
blame him. ®

It’s what you don’t hear.on Buttercup’s new album, Terminal E (Spirit 
of Orr), that gives you an idea of where songwriter Jim Buni’s head is at 
these days. No pedal or lap steel guitars. No tambourines or percussive 


finery prettying up the corners of the Boston band’s country-carnation 
ballads. And no ballads, either. Well, okay, maybe one (“Happy End- 
igs”). Instead, what you hear are rousing melodies hung on rugged

oks, a grab bag of golden-age 
riffs steeped in three decades of 
classic rock radio, and electric 
guitars. Lots of them. 

“We just wanted to do a rock 
record — and that’s about as rock 
as we get,” Buni says with a 
knowing laugh over a beer at the 
Galway House in Jamaica Plain. 
“It’s obviously pop, but there’s 
some Bad Companyish riffs on 
there. We knew we wanted to limit 
the recording to basically two gui- 
tars, bass, and drums and not a lot 
of percussion. We had done Triple 
A-sounding records, and 
[1997’s] Love [also on Spirit of 
Orr] was kind of like that. And we 
wanted to do something pretty 
raw, something that would more 
reflect the live sound of the band.” 

A noticeable difference between 
the current, more overtly rocking 
Buttercup and the previous ver- 
sion of the band has to do with the 
departure of pedal-steel-guitar 
player Tim Obetz, who Buni says 
split with the group on amicable 
terms. “He’s just getting busy 
with other stuff — he loves to play 
and he loves new projects. And we 
were kind of getting over the steel] 
thing anyway. When we first had 
it, four years ago, it was kind of a 
novel idea. We thought, ‘That’s 
cool because Elton John has pedal 
steel on his songs — we can do 
that!’ But we never thought of 
ourselves as a country band.” 

So for the time being at least, 
Buttercup are back to basics with 
Buni, bassist Colleen MacDonald, 
drummer Dan Lech, and guitarist 
Mike Leahy. “It’s kind of weird 
— we just made the shift to being 
more of a rock band again,” says 
Buni. “I personally am getting re- 
ally tired of Americana music and 
fake country bands, and I 
definitely felt we were getting pi- 
geonholed as that. This is still an 
Americana record in some ways 
— kind of like ‘heartland rock.’

But we just wanted to make it 
more fun. It should be more fun, 
you know? I’m psyched we made 
a real good guitar record.” (The 
band actually tipped their hand 
earlier this year with the release of 
Promises, a quickie EP that 
kicked out more Raspberry- 
flavored jams than any previous 
Buttercup full-length.) 

In order to capture the live 
spark and off-the-cuff energy 
that’s become so evident in their 
recent performances, Buttercup 
enlisted the help of veteran pro- 
ducer and ex-Neighborhoods 
singer/guitarist David Minehan, 
who had worked with the band on 
their last album, ’98’s considerably 
lower-key Buttercup. For Buni, 
tapping an old-school Boston rock 
connection was essential to the 
group’s desire for a stripped-down 
approach. “There was a garage 
thing going it. We actually talked 
about that with Minehan going 
into it. Obviously, it’s going to 
sound like the band — we’re not 
going to be the Lyres. But we gave 
him the basic outline of what we 
were going after.” 

Even if a track like “Walk over 
Mountains” does sound closer to 
Mellencamp than Monoman, 
there’s no denying that “Make 
Some Room” — with its circling 
“Tired of Waiting” riff borrowed 
from the Kinks — wouldn’t have 
sounded out of place piping from 
the Rat or Cantone’s on a sawdust- 
and-beer-soaked Saturday night 
sometime back in the late ’70s or 
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Tim Obetz, Buttercup have returned 


early ’80s. And indeed, that ’70s- 
savvy feel has always been a pres- 
ence in Buttercup’s work, thread- 
ing through the AM transistor- 
radio pop of their 96 debut, Gold, 
to the Jayhawks-ian country- 
rock/Cali-pop of Love to the FM 


“heartland rock” — as Buni so 


aptly puts it — of Terminal E. 
These albums, each in its own way, 
feel like self-contained period 
pieces meant to evoke and refract 
the iconic symbols of that era. 

“You kind of know where 
they’re ,coming from when you 
see them live and they pull out the 
Steely Dan covers,” says Spirit of 
Orr co-founder Ron Schneider- 
man, whose label has released 
each of Buttercup’s four albums 
as well as their EP. “I find it very 
interesting that they approach 
each record as a concept. They 
don’t just go and do a record. 
They go after a specific mood and 
sound, and they’ve always been 
able to come through with each 
concept. So I’ve always been im- 
pressed by that. And I’m a big fan 
of songs, and Buttercup is really 
about crafting songs.” 

The feeling, it seems, is mutual. 
Buni attributes his band’s 
longevity to his esteem for a label 
that’s always afforded Buttercup 
the freedom to indulge their mu- 
sical impulses: “Part of the secret 
is that we never had any goals to 
accomplish anything other than 
to record music that we wanted to 
record. We’re really lucky that we 
have a label that will put. out 
records for us, even though on 
the one hand we don’t have a 
publicist, we don’t have a record 
contract, and we don’t make any 
money. But on the other hand, we 
can do whatever we want. And as 
long as we believe in what we’re 
doing, that’s all that matters.” 


ANOTHER PERNICE PRO- 
JECT. Joe Pernice doesn’t make it 





easy for his fans to find him. After 
his depression-blasted outfit, the 
Scud Mountain Boys, made a few 
quickly beloved albums (culminat- 
ing with Massachusetts, the band’s 
1996 Sub Pop debut), the 
Northampton songwriter broke up 
the band and formed the Pernice 
Brothers, a gorgeously downcast 
thamber-pop ensemble. So what 
did he do after that band’s gleam- 
ing Overcome by Happiness (Sub 
Pop) landed on plenty of year-end 
Top 10 lists in 1998? Well, back in 
January he put out something 
called Chappaquiddick Skyline 
(Sub Pop), a home-recorded pro- 
ject that despite featuring all of the 
Pernice Brothers made no mention 
of the name. Oh yeah, also around 
the time of Chappaquiddick’s re- 
lease, Pernice announced he was 
leaving Sub Pop. 

Now, having just started his 
own label, Ashmont Records, with 
Pernice Brothers manager Joyce 
Linehan (who as a Sub Pop staffer 
brought the Scuds to the label), 
Pernice has another new “side 
project” out called Big Tobacco 
that represents the imprint’s first 
release. It’s available in Europe, 
Japan, and Australia. And, yes, it 
too features the Pernice Brothers’ 
Thom Monahan, Peyton Pinker- 
ton, and Laura Stein. Meanwhile, 
Pernice swears the proper follow- 
up to Overcome by Happiness is a 
mere backing vocal away from 
being finished and should be out 
sometime early next year — 
though he hasn’t decided what he 
wants to do with it. (The Pernice 
Brothers make a rare appearance 
tonight, October 19, at Lilli’s). 

So why all the subterfuge? “I 
write a lot of songs, and when |

People don’t un- 
derstand that if you’re on a label 
that gives you a lot of money to 
make an album, you spend 
months working on it and then 
another 10 months waiting for it 
to come out.” The music industry 
can be stifling to the creative 
process of making music, he con- 
tinues — “Hopefully you don’t 
get into it for those reasons.” 

Like Pernice, Pollard started his 
own Fading Captain Series label 
as a means to supplement his 
band’s “official” output for TVT 
records. For Pernice, it’s all about 
the ritual of the craft. “Really, the 
only time I listen to [my] records 
is when I’m on tour so that I can 
remember the words. The process 
of making a song is such a joyful 
thing ts me, it’s like the records 
are just the by-product of what I 
like to do.” 

As usual, Pernice’s narrative in- 
ventions on Big Tobacco include a 
cast of characters who more often 
than not are bracing for the worst 
that life can hand them, or who 
have made a strangely serene 
peace with disillusion or loss. “It 
gets so hard just to stay alive each 
day,” he whispers over a plucked

The Rock ’n’ Roll Hall of Fame honors Muddy Waters 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI CLEVELAND — Holding a conference 


about Muddy Waters is like holding a conference about love. Here’s why: 
love is essential to the human heart — and Muddy Waters is essential to 
the heart of America. His music and his story are a perfect miniature of 
the rise and assimilation of African-American influence in the 20th centu- 
ry — the breakout from the Delta and slavery, the breakthrough into the 


mainstream. And as such his lega- 
cy is part of the genetic profile of 
contemporary popular culture. 

So it was appropriate for a pop- 
world citadel like the Rock ’n’ Roll 
Hall of Fame and Museum to or- 
ganize “Got My Mojo Working: 
Muddy Waters and Modern Blues” 
last month, The conference was 
the fifth such annual event in the 
museum’s American Music Mas- 
ters series, which has honored 
Woody Guthrie, Jimmy Rogers, 
Robert Johnson, and Louis Jordan 
in past years. 

The beauty of events like this — 
despite the politics that go into 
choosing panelists and performers 
and the commercial aspects of 
credibly running a museum — is 
the exchange of ideas and the in- 
vocations of the music and the 
people who made it, and their con- 
nections to the present, lest we 
forget. That’s also the charm of 
the museum itself, though its con- 


densed, glib version of history 


lacks a certain depth. 

The best reminder and 
affirmation of Waters’ legacy was 
actually the nine hours of discus- 
sion. This took place on the first 
day, with panels hitting such top- 
ics as Muddy’s place in the 
Chicago blues scene and “Blues 
and Racial Politics.” That night 
there was an informal evening 
concert at the Odeon club, which 
is located in Cleveland’s Hoot- 
ers-equipped answer to Faneuil 
Hall, the Flats. The second day 
was marked by a more formal, 
often disappointing performance 
at Case Western Reserve Univer- 
sity’s Severance Hall that reunit- 
ed members of Muddy’s band 
and was headlined by Bonnie 
Raitt. 7 

As you'd expect, the confer- 
ence was attended by the subcul- 
ture of music nerds who come to 
all such things. In this case — 
much as with the Robert Johnson 


session that documentarian one rehearsal the whole time I was in the

Robert Mugge captured on film 


and historians who already know 
enough to sit on most of the pan- 
els themselves. More, indeed, than 
some of the panelists. For example, 
there was Alexander Shashko, a 
doctoral candidate from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan who espoused 
the theory that the racism African- 
Americans encountered when they 
moved to Chicago and other north- 
ern cities was a domestic reflection 
of the US’s Cold War policy of con- 
tainment. An interesting theory if 
one forgets that a domestic policy 
of containment by chains was initi- 
ated for black people upon their 
first arrival on these shores — and 
that it left a bit of a lingering im- 
pression everywhere. 

There was also compelling evi- 
dence that journalists are rarely 
the best speakers. Sandra B. 
Tooze, author of the fine 1997 bi- 
ography Muddy Waters, turned her 
opening remarks into a snoozy, 
deadpan capsule bio of the man 





that made him seem as exciting as 
an accountant. Nadine Chohodas, 
author of this year’s Chess 
Records history Spinning Blues 
into Gold, was Tooze’s caffeinated 
counterweight, pouncing upon 
every question directed to the 
“Chess Records” panel as if it were 
hers alone, then answering in 
breathless rushes of information. 
But hell, nobody’s perfect. 

What was truly lacking in the 
panels were people who'd had di- 
rect, profound experiences with the 
man who was born McKinley Mor- 
ganfield. Dick Waterman and Paul 
Oscher were notable exceptions, 
and they delivered some real in- 
sights on Muddy and the kind of 
life he led. Waterman — who man- 
aged Son House, John Hurt, Skip 
James, and others among the pio- 
neering blues recording artists who 
enjoyed a 60s comeback — spoke 
frequently of Waters’ dignity, his 
regal bearing, and his deep appre- 
ciation of the musicians who in- 


with minimal prodding from Gor- 
don. In the late 60s, at 18, Oscher 
was the first white musician to join 
the Muddy Waters Band. Equipped 
with guitar and harmonica, he dis- 
played his mastery of Waters’ pow- 
erful, propulsive playing style and 
discussed the approach to behind- 
the-beat singing that Muddy called 
“delay time.” 

Better yet, he told stories of his 
introduction to Muddy’s hardcore- 
blues world. “My first tour, I get in 
the van and [pianist] Otis Spann 
and his girlfriend are sittin’ there. 
Spann turns to her and goes, 
“Baby, gimme my shit.’ And she 
pulls a .25 caliber pistol out of her 
purse and Otis loads it and puts it 
in his pocket. My eyes were pop- 
ping out. | mean, these guys would 

‘drink gin at eight o’clock in the 
morning.” 

He also gave us a demonstration 
of the stage trick-Muddy reserved 
for playing black clubs — wedging 
a long-neck beer bottle down his

spired him, like Delta firebrand 
House. These remarks were a wel- 
come affirmation of the impres- 
sions one gets listening to roots- 
reflective Muddy albums like Folk 
Singer or Sings Big Bill Broonzy. 

But the best panel was the two- 
man show put on by Oscher and 
Memphis music journalist Robert 
Gordon, who is working on his 
own Waters biography. Gordon 
began by offering a tidy summa- 
tion: “Muddy Waters is one way to 
answer the question ‘What would 
have happened if Robert Johnson 
had lived?’ ” 

Indeed, shortly before he was 
poisoned, Johnson had been exper- 
imenting with the kind of electric- 
blues band that Waters is credited 
with pioneering. But that takes 
nothing from Waters’ talent, per- 
sonality, and vitality, which were 
recalled and re-created by Oscher 


son are all talented players, but 
they have only the most tangential 
connections to Waters and his 
music. They do, however, all have 
new CDs out, and record compa- 
nies hot to build their profiles. And 
the panel was mostly hot air. 

Nonetheless, all three justified 
their presence that night at the 
Odeon. The All-Stars slew with a 
rip through their punk-edged ver- 
sion of stomping North Mississippi 
blues. Coleman played like young 
Eric Clapton (at times, exactly like 
young Eric Clapton), surpassing 
the blues pop of her Blind Pig CDs. 
And Allison was a warm, exuberant 
entertainer, playing Coleman’s gui- 
tar by reaching around her back 
and singing with a voice as big and 
earnest as that of his late father, 
Luther Allison.

Stevie Ray’s old rhythm section 
Double Trouble were also on 
hand. But the performer who 
seemed closest to Muddy’s spirit 
was Dave Alvin — ex-punk R&B 
man with the Blasters now turned 
Americana rocker. During his seg- 
ment, Alvin’s crisp-defined finger- 
picking led the band with the slow, 
heavy precision of Waters’ early 
Chicago blues recordings, and 
Alvin respected Waters’ “delay 
time” with every phrase. 

Bonnie Raitt — a tireless 
champion in the fight for royalties 
and other benefits for pioneering 
blues and R&B artists — did her 
customary fine job closing the 
next night’s concert at lovely old 
Severance Hall on the Case West- 
ern campus. But this final evening 
was ill-conceived. Former Free 
and Bad Company singer Paul 
Rodgers brought his straight- 
from-Vegas delivery, muddying 
the blues waters with smug rock- 
star jive — as he did on his terri- 
ble Muddy Waters “tribute” CD a 
few years ago. 

The core group was Waters 
alums Calvin Jones (bass), Willie 
Smith (drums), and Hubert Sum- 
lin (guitar) joined by pianist John- 
nie Johnson. Sumlin suffered from 
a lack of on-stage support, often 
traveling off-key for lack of some- 
one to shout out the changes. 
Shame on the Hall of Fame’s or- 


~ ganizers for this. Anyone even 


slightly familiar with Sumlin’s per- 
formances of the last 20 years 
would have known this innovator 
needs a safety net to excel — and 
did not deserve such embarrass- 
ment. And Johnson, though an in- 
novator in his own right, doesn’t 
have the same vocabulary as the 
late Spann or his inheritor of the 
Waters Band piano bench, Pinetop 
Perkins. (For the record, former 
Raitt and Freddie King pianist 
David Maxwell — who played 
with Waters many times — is the 


definitive Spann torchbearer, so 


where was he? Perkins was getting 
a Lifetime Achievement award at 
Lincoln Center.) 


Waters Band vet James Cotto 
was the night’s most winning 
presence. Growling like a grizzl) 
bear and hurling himself across 
the stage like a rotund fireball o 
harmonica virtuosity, he drew 
waves of excitement from < 
crowd lulled by too much unin- 
spired jamming. It was only Cot 
ton who, within the silver- 
trimmed old opera house, rekin- 
died the manly energy of Waters 
in his prime. That’s an energy 
that Waters exuded even well intc 
his 50s, an energy that signalec 
— as panelist and Native Ameri- 
can poet of conscience Johr 
Trudell put it the day before — 
“the blues was expressing the wil 
of the black people.” 

Of course, there’s also a Muddy 
Waters exhibit currently up in the 
Hall of Fame’s museum. It’s a smal 
room — certainly when compared 
to the vast space taken up by stage 
costumes in.a display that says 
nothing about music or costumery 
(good curators know that context is 
crucial, and this is a failing of much 
of the museum) — but a delightfu 
one. While being serenaded by Wa- 
ters’ slide-textbook “Sail On,” one 
can gaze at his trademark red Tele- 
caster customized with volume anc 
tone knobs taken off an amplifier 
There’s Muddy’s old union card 
his early Aristocrat singles, and < 
couple of the suits he wore or 
stage, plus the bright Hawaiiar 
shirts of his later years. There’s < 
red Guild Thunderbird that Muddy 
owned but, as Oscher points out 
never played. (He preferred his 
brown one.) Also his 1978 Gram- 
my, his funeral program, and z 
short biography tracing his climt 
from poverty to the apex of musica 
influence. 

If I could add a coda to that bi 
ography, if would be a remarl 
that Trudell made as the “Blue: 
and Racial Politics” panel ended 
“As long as human beings hav 
feelings, I think the blues will live 
Because human beings have feel 
ing. That’s the message of Mudd: 
Waters.” J

pers the cerebral linguistics with 
fist-pumping club anthems and 
rugged cipher sessions. So for 
every moving hip-hop eulogy

died?”, Kweli asks on “Too Late”), 
there’s a gritty shit-talking session 
like “Down for the Count,” where 
the Brooklyn resident trades vers- 
es with the decidedly thuggish 
Xzibit and Rah Digga. Kweli’s styl- 
istic flip-flopping isn’t just for 
show; it’s the sound of an MC try- 
ing to balance b-boy braggadocio 
with emotional sensitivity, heady 
tongue trips with twitchy booty 
shake, and boys’-club boasts with 
bedroom sweet talk.

READY (Jive). Like all great com- 
panies, the No Limit Army was 
worth much more than the sum of 
its parts. So these days, with the 
once unstoppable empire very 
much in decline, there’s not much 
left to salvage. Master P’s sports- 
management agency has been 
exposed as a pipe dream. And 
cutout-bin rappers like C-Murder 
are unlikely to spark a major-label 
bidding war anytime soon. Just 
about the only person whose 
stock has risen since the fall of No 
Limit is Mystikal, the wild-eyed 
MC whose half-whispered, half- 
shouted verses were the driving 
force behind No Limit classics like 
‘Make Em Say Uhh” and “It Ain't 

My Fault 
Mystikal’s new single, “Shake 
Ya Ass,” is his best ever, showcas- 
ing his Yosemite Sam vocals 
(‘Don’t be scurred!”) in a song 
that’s equal parts Bill Withers and 
Super Mario Brothers. The rest of 
the album isn’t consistently great, 
but it is consistently entertaining, 
and the best tracks put the No 
Limit catalogue to shame: the 
taut, rubbery “Big Truck Boys” re 
unites Mystikal with the former No 
Limit producer KLC; and the Out- 
Kast collaboration “Neck uv da 
Woods” takes an unexpected 
lurch toward high-BPM electroni 
ca. As with this performer's three 
previous albums, the rhymes are 
front and center: to listen to Mys- 
tikal is to realize a world of possi 
bility — constantly shifting meter,

OF GOD (1972). Werner Herzog's 
visually spectacular film about a de- 
mented conquistador (the remark- 
able Klaus Kinski) who leads an ex- 
pedition down the Amazon River in 
search of the golden city of El Dora- 
do.

The Beyond is yet 
another genre tale of an inherited 
estate, this one a hotel in the 
Louisiana bayou that sits upon one 
of the Seven Gates to Hell.

The life of Billy Elliot (Jamie Bell) is 
bleak and comfortless, and his fam- 
ily — robbed of their mother at the 
beginning of the film — sink into 
poverty as a miners’ strike drags 
into the winter months. When he 
wanders into a local dancing class 
taught by the bored and discour- 
aged Mrs. Wilkinson (Julie Wal- 
ters), it absorbs his pre-adolescent 
energy and anger better than a 
punching bag or a trampoline.

Its 
story of a hardened but romantic 
French killer (Jean-Paul Belmondo) 
and a pretty, bland, and infinitely 
dangerous American girl (Jean Se- 
berg) is a fascinating metaphor for 
the relation of French and Ameri- 
can sensibilities, and for the way 
people define themselves in rela- 
tion to pop culture.

With music-video panache 
American Pimp covers all the expected territory, from financial arrangements to street style 
Yet the shrewd directors have more in mind — in capitalist America, they argue, a pimp lurks 
inside every tailored suit. You can’t help laughing at the sheer ballsiness of these hustlers, but 
after an hour of self-justification, you're more likely to be cringing. And rather than ask the 
toughest questions directly, American Pimp \ets abrupt editing or a lingering close-up do the 
job. It's a subtle strategy — too subtle for men who don't know the meaning of the word

Women fainted, men vomited in the 
aisles, and protests were staged 
nightly. Shot on location in Iraq and 
Georgetown, the film offered unas- 
suming cinematography, innovative 
use of effects, and non-actors like 
playwright Jason Miller (in his 
Oscar-nominated debut as Father 
Damien Karras). Screen legends 
like Max von Sydow (the elderly ex-

**xTHE HIMMLER PROJECT 
(2000). Romuald Karmakar’s film is 
a three-hours-plus literal transcrip- 
tion of a private speech given by 
Nazi SS Reichsfihrer Heinrich 
Himmler to a select group of top 
brass in 1943. No attempt is made 
to re-create the occasion or even 
simulate the speaker. Instead, an 
actor (Manfred Zapatka, who looks 
imperious but nothing like the real 
Himmler) reads the speech verba- 
tim from a sheaf of notes in a bare 
studio, a recitation that includes de- 
scriptions of background sounds 
and audience reactions. The mag- 
nitude of the horrific content — the 
speech includes many of Himmier’s 
matter-of-fact opinions on race su- 
periority, war crimes, and genocide 
— contrasts almost absurdly with 
the spare presentation. When Zap- 
atka dutifully intones Himmier’s rep- 
etitions and misspeakings or his 
suggestions to open the windows 
the effect is deconstructive, laying 
bare the vapid horror of a mon- 
strous, mediocre mind.

STRANGERS (2000). No Life Is 
Beautiful, this Holocaust documen- 
tary chronicles the rescue of 10,000 
Jewish children via the kindertrans- 
port, a pre-war (late 1930s) train-to- 
boat passage that took the 
refugees from Nazi Germany to 
England, where they were as- 
signed foster parents. Director 
Mark Jonathan Harris (he directed 
the Oscar-winning documentary 
The Long Way Home) assemblies 
archival footage to demonstrate the 
political-moral complacency of the 
times (America’s paliticians argued 
that “to take children without their 
parents would be contrary to God”). 
On camera, the kinder refugees re- 
call the trials of leaving their par- 
ents behind, the hard adjustments 
to a new life and family, the con- 





stant struggle to stay in contact with 
their parents (many of whom were 
deported to Auschwitz, where they 
perished), and the reconciliations 
after the war. Produced by Deborah 
Oppenheimer, who does The Drew 
Carey Show, the film constitutes a 
fond remembrance of Oppen- 
heimers mother, who was saved 
by the kindertransport.

Love, My Darling suggests 
that such a production might not 
have been a good idea. As in Frans 
Weisz's Charlotte, the romance be- 
tween Charlotte and her stepmoth- 
er's voice teacher, Alfred Wolfsohn, 
takes center stage (with lots of 
asides directed at the camera and 
other pseudo-Brechtian business), 
and it’s intercut with interludes in 
which Salomon’s text is sung with 
her paintings projected in the back- 
ground in a changing triptych. 
Whatever Salomon had in mind, it 
probably wasn’t this close to An- 
drew Lloyd Webber or bad perfor- 
mance art.

(2000). Director Jay Roach’s ambi- 
tious follow-up to his Austin Powers 
hits takes its premise from a funda- 
mental human weakness — in this 
case, the need to lie to one’s future 
in-laws. Nerdy male nurse Greg 
(Ben Stiller, suffering even more- 
exquisite tortures than he endured 
in There’s Something About Mary) 
is in love with the beautiful, gifted, 
and intelligent Pam (Teri Polo), but 
when he’s invited to her folks’ tony 
homestead, he discovers that her 
father (Robert De Niro) is a former 
CIA operative with an uncanny 
knack for uncovering falsehoods 
and an unhealthy attachment to his 
daughter. Greg’s response is to tell 
feeble white lies; the web of verbal 
deceit is paralleled by the conspira- 
cy of the physical universe, where 
every inanimate object, however 
benign or innocuous, turns on the 
hapless and unwary.

Set in a dankly generic 
European city, the film follows un- 
employed prole Anton (Wolfgang 
Michael) as he gets spurned at the 
labor exchange, gets mugged on 
the subway, and loses girlfriend 
Leni (Verena Jasch).

Marcel- 
lo Mastroianni and Jeanne Moreau 
play a successful novelist and his 
wife: over the course of a visit to a 
dying friend in the hospital, an after- 
noon spent by Moreau drifting 
around Milan while. her husband 
rests at home, a stop at a nightclub, 
and a night at a lavish party at a 
villa where he becomes infatuated 
with the host’s daughter (Monica 
Vitti), the two come to terms — sort 
of — with the realization that- their 
marriage is in trouble. The film has 
some of Antonioni’s subtlest, most 
intricate work — the detailing of 
Moreau’s excursion, the puzzle-like 
mise-en-scéne of the villa — as well 
as his most moving portrait of a

When did you first know you were queer?
